nefle: and at the height, by an varehiltadle ney, it makes 
all occaſionsand occurrences, friends and followers, the dec- 
peſt reach of policie, and vimolt proiects of wit, Religion, 
conſcience, credit with the wor!d, the yaiuerfall poſhibilicie 
of body, ſoule, outward tate, icruiceable, and contitibu- 
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racie ynto it, as the Capraine, and commanding fone; as to 


the Diuels vice-roy, domincering inthe waſted conſcience, 
In ſome, itis worldlnefle, wantonneſle, ambition, oppoſtti-

8. Thoughts, plots, and projets, about it, a thouſand to

and yet till abidein the chawbers of death, and ynder the ty- 
ranny ofa reigning (in. The foule fin of yncleannefledoth aQu- 
atc iclelfe.by fornication adultery, felte-pollution,brutiſh,and 
mmoderate abuſe of marriage, and ih ocher abhorred im- 

| puritics, Now, hce may paſic from one of theſe pollutiens , 
' morecrying and abominable, to ſome other ofthem, not af-. 
Fighting che conſcience with ſuch grillineſle and horror, and 


/- yertill lye inthe impenitent and damnable {nares of luſt, 


2. He may ſurcealc, and refraine fom the outward grofle 

acts of {uch hatefull yillainies ; and yet his inward parts bee 
fill dehled with inſatiable ſenſual hankerings after chem, de- 
lghtfull reuoluingehem in his minde, and contemplatiue com- 
miſſion of them, For in(tance : Flee may hold his hand both 
from the crying violence of oppreſſions and wrong, and the 
cloicr - conuciances of cunning and fraud; and-ycr couctouſ- 
neſle may (till reigne in him, by che earthly cxercile of the 
heart. Hee may torbeare the externall acts of vncleanneſte, 
and yetlicand languiſh abominably ia {peculatiue wanton= 

} "fe, and adulcecies of the wars wp the vilblc cxccutions

of revenge, al —_— m his diſtempered affeQions, the 
P4 helliſh Vipers otheart-burning hatred, and ſpite ; all indire& 
ambitious climing into high roomes, and yet bee paſſingly 


proud, and ouer-oreed ic of precedencie. 


3s _ he may change the kinde of his boſome finne, in 

reſpect of matter, forme, obieR, euery way ; and yet ypon 

the matter, itis but the exchange of one foule fiend for ano- 
ther. For inſtance : wantonneſſe may bee his ſweerte finne 
1n youth; and worldlinefle in 01d age: reuelling in his yonger 
yeeres; downe-rightdrunkenneſle 11 his decliningrime : pro= 
digalitie may ſway in ſome part of his life ; pinching in ſome 
other : Hypocriſie may raigne at onetime ; Apoſtaſe at ano - 
ther : furious zeale for one while; prophane irreligiouſneſle 
toranother. 

4+ When the blaſting froſts and feeblenefſe of old age, 
haue with a ſottiſh deadneſic and lifileſnefle emaſculated and

So want of mo- 
ney may reſtraine a man, bur full {»re againſt his will, from 
firange apparell, gaming, Ale-houſe ho 2nting, buying of Be- 
netices, Offices, high roomes, &c. 

6. Hee may for atime pull his nzeke ou. of this ſtrongeſt 
yoke of Satan, onely our of melancholicke png of ſhuiſh 
terrour, ſerious fore-thought of death , and lyic7 eucrlaſt- 
ingly in Hell, true apprehenſion of the impolhbilitic of bee- 
ing faued without abandoning it 3 ypon fore deſperate '10r- 
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rour of bringing againe his beloued finne in-his boſomero the 
Communion, 5 ſo many cauſctull prouocations of Diuine 
Iuſtice ; obſeruation of ſome remarkeable vengeance fcized 
vypon his fellow-delinquents; or ſenſible ſmart of ſome terri- 
ble blow from Gods viſiting hand in one kinde or other : I 
ſay , ypon ſome ſuch occation , hee may for a time forbcare 
bis bloudy oathes, vſury, drunkenneſle, gaming, —_— 
haunting, elfe-polluting, walking a the blacks and darks 
mght after the firgnge Woman, or what other ſmne ſocuer 
doth reigne in him, and reraine him (tropglicſt m the Diuels 
laucrie. But becauſc itis not the worke of the Word, hum- 
bling him ſoundly vader Gods mighty hand, plandipg faith, 
and infuſing mortifying power , hee is not able to hold out 
long; bur the wncleaxe fpirit returnes, and rules inhim againe 
farre more imperiouſly , and fenſually , out of indignation 
of its diſcontinuance, and proportionally to the parties news 
collected ſirengrh , and eagerneſle, to recommit ir , after 
his extraordinary and impatient forbearance, IT know it is' 


not impoſſible, but that a man, atrer his conuerſion, by the 
{udden fſurprizall of ſome violent temptation, and cunning 
traine of Satan, may bee hailed backe to commit his ſweere 
linne againe ; eſpecially if it bee of ſome nature, (though ic 
be a very —__— and to be lamented, if ic were poſlible, 


with teares of blood : ) yer hee neuer doth, nor can returne 
to wallow in itagaine, vr allow it. Atcer ſuch a dreadfull re- 
lapſe, his keart bleeds afreſh with extraordinarie bitterneſle 
of penitent remorſe, hee abhors himlclfc in duſt and aſhes, as 
exceedingly vile, cries morc mightily vito Godin a dayof 
humiliation, for the returne of hiz pleaſed countenance, re- 
paires and fortifies the breach with Rronger reſolution, and 
more inuincible watchfulneſle, agaiv(t future affaults, and all 
aſlayes of reentry. But now the eemporarie 1ralke of, after 
his Sratt enforced forbearance, engulphs himſclle againe, 
with more greedinefle, into the pleaſures and ſcniualitie of 
his botome finae, lies, ane delights mir againe, asthe very 
life of hislite , and hacdens himtelte more obſtinatcly in it, 
as athing impoſſiale ro {cave , and live with any comfort.

mounted vpon that foulc helliſh fiend, Hypocriſie, and-po- 
{ting apace towards ſome tearefull Apoſtacy, or Anabaptiſti- 
cajl phrenfic, ;

ivion, and that comfortable fruition of other prerogatiues 
of Chriftianity; which many orher of their brethren doe, 
and they, by the benefit of religious companionsand delight- 
full conucerfing with the Saints, might p—_— enioys 
Apprehend this patlage aright: Ifay, a Chriftian may be 
much worſened and weakened in his graces, by Companying 
r09 much, and conuerfmng delightfully with che ozere ciuill 
man, or Whited Tombes : For he ma y ſpend with/ſuch men 
whole weckes, nay, moneths and yecres, and haue not one 
word of ſanQified diſcourſe, and holy talke miniſtred vato 
him. Scarce a ward to. bee had from them of the Word of 
God, and way to:heauen;. no contercnce of the ſecrets of 
San@tfication, of perplexities of conſcience j of their cucr- 
laſting abode together in the Manſions of heauen. Motions 
that way would bee very irkeſome and tedious vato them t: 
luch talke would quickly heger-Gleate, melancholy, fadneſle, 
and a deſire to breake. off:company, Now the Chriſtian by 
this meanes, neither hauing histongue exerciſed, norhis cares 
much acquainted with edifying Chriftian-diſcourſe, growes 
negleiue of Roring his memory with holy things, ynzea- 
lous,and cold in the apprehenſionsof neauen, dulland heare- 
lefle togodly duties. 21 0 IIA ef 
'IF thus ; what infeRion: ther from notorious and lewd 
companions? Bur aboue all, in this point the fellowſhip of 
the Papiſt is moſt pernicious; for by him 2 man is in danger 
bothof having his ynderſtanding and judgement corrupted 


with

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danger of corruption, both in his vadert 


pres herefie ; and hislife and converſation infefted with is 


piety. There are two ſteps and paſlages, as ir were, out of 
the (tate ofprophaneneſle, into the Paradiſe of Chriſtianitie, 
1. 1!uminationof the vnderſtanding with ſauing knowledge, 
2. SanCtification of the heart with ſpeciall grace, Now . 
Papiſt laboursto peruert and impoyſon both. For common- 
ly you ſhall finde the Papilt ro be (tigmarized, and branded 
with a double marke: Hee receiues one immediately from 
the Beaſt, 2 brand of Idolatry : And Satan commonly faſtens 
vpon him another ſpeciall marke, ſome notorious and ſcan- 
dalous finnce in his conuertation; as (wearing, lying, vnclean. 
neſſe, the vanities of good-fellowſhip, Sabbath-breaking, 
or ſuch like. For we muſt know, that Antichriſtianiſme can» 
not produce ſanctification ; and therefore you ſhall comnon- 
ly hade cuery Papiſt to lye in ſome (1.5 row - howloe- 
uer formall deuocion is the higheſt perte 
that Antichriſtian ſtate. By Popiſh gny then a man is in 
ing, and conuers 
lation : By the lewd, which yet make profetſion of Gods 
Trueth, of infeftion with notoriouſneſſe in conditions : By 
meere ciuill honeſt men, and formall Profeſſors, of detection 
trom zeale, and forwardneſſe atthelealt. 

2, Asthe Chrittianincurres by the company of prophane 
men, cuidene hazard, either of infeion with their ſinnes, if 
they be notorious; or defeRion from zeale, and forward- 
neſle, if they be ſomething more tollerable and formall : fo 
he 18 cucry houre which hee is intheir company ,without a 
warranzable calling, and iuſt diſpenſation our of the Word, 
andfrom a:good conſcience; in/great danger of being inuol- 
ued-within the flames of the iuſt cobdatons. and inwra 
within the compaſſe of thoſe outward curſes and plagues 
which Gods indignation inkindles and inflicts ypon wicked 
men. All prophane ten, being vnreconciled co God, are euic= 
ry moment hbable to allrhoſe miſcries and fearefull iudge- 
ments, which either man or diuell, any of Gods creatures, or 
hisowne innnediate hand: can bring vpon them : They are 


onely reſpited and reſerued by Gods mercy, and deterred 


one! ,* 
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onely vntothoſe opportunities and ſcaſons; whichſeeme belt 

2nd fitteſt to his holy Wiſedome. Now!,:if when they light 

vpon them ( as they may iulily at any time.) any of Gods 

Children bee found amongſt them vnwarrantably and de- 

lightfully, it is righteous with God ,-that he receiue hts 

tion amovgſt themar that time, and bce fearefully infolded 

within the fury ofthe greateſt temporall viſitation. It is righ- 

reous with God, that if his owne Childe will needs bee vn- $ees. Chr.20.z7 

warrantably familiar with his enemy, that hee alſo be parta- 

kerof any temporall plague, eſpecially with his enemy, cuen 

tothe Joſie ſometimes of his nacurall life, Take then I beſeech 

you the holy counſell of the bleſied Apoftle, Eph. 5. 7: Bee 

not therefore companions with them: And let thisreaſon tright 

you out oftheir companie : Let no man deceive you (faith he) 

with vaine * words: for, for ſuchthings commeth the wrath of * Conel'men wilt 
God wpon the children of d5/obedience, | For luch things | to poo yet _ 
wit, foraication; vacleanneſſe, couctoutneſle, hilthineſle, foo- »-/7 vithwarrne of 
liſh ralking; 1eſting and ſuch like. Take heede therefore of ng, thas |

2. Secondly, there muſt very ſhortly bean cuerlalting ſe« c-/ared nd cone 
paration berweene the Chriſtian and prophane men :-at the my wat new and 
fartheſt, they mult part ypon their death- beds, andneuer fee _ Gang _ 
ene another againe vnto the day of Iudgement : and then tall: oben 
they mult ſhake hands for world without cud, For thcre is #ne'vme faith the 
ſer betwixt them, by Gods immutable aud trreuocable De- ;, gat... _ 
cree, a valt and immeaſurable gulfe, which ftands as faſtand &c- 
varemooucable, as God Almightic in his Throne of Maicltie; 
10 that they can neuer poſſibly meere, Betweene vs and you, 
laith Abrahamtotherich man in hell, there 15 4 great gulfe 
fixed, ſo that they which wauld paſſe from hence to you cannot; 
neuther can theypaſſe to vs, that would come from thence. It it 
be fo then, that after an inch of time, there muſt bee betwixt 
them an endlefſe dutorce, and an vnpaſſable diſtance through 
all erernicy ;- itis beſt for the Chriſtian to begin this ſeparati- 
on and dilacquaintance in time, andnot to repoſe his {peciall 
loue, the ſweerelt and nobleſt of all his affeRions, ypon an 
obict where it muſt not eternally reſt, nor intimat _ 
ue

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uerſe with his, whoſe-company he ſhall-not hauc heereafter 
in keauen -cuerlaſtingly. "Let him ever onely affoord the 
deareſt pangs of his kindeſt affeion yo Gods Children, 
and conuey the ſweeteſt meltings of his hearr, andthe moſt 
(ſ'onare embracemenzs of his ſoule into rheir boſomes a- 
lone : for heſhall beſurero mcererhom in heaven, and there 
the leſſer Areamesof their former Chriſtian loue (hall grow 
moa mighty torrent, and falling into the great and vaiuer« 
fall confluence of rhe ynited es and Seraphicall teruours 
of all the Saints and Angels, runne wich a {weete andeuer- 
laſting currear, into the botromlefſe and boundiefle Sea of all 
loue and louely excellencies, God himielte, blefled for cyer. 
3. Thirdly, a good man conuerfing with thoſe which bee 
eracecleſſe, doth very foully diſtaine and obicure, if not quire 
loſe his Chriſtian reputation and credit with good men; for 
a man 1s (till = to bee of cheir humour and conditions, 
with whom he doth ordinarily and intimately conuerſe. Al 
fleſh, ſaich the Wiſe man, conſorterh according to kinde, and 4 
man will cleane to his like, What fellowſhip hath the Wolfe with 
the Lambe? ſo the ſinner with the godly, Now it is a moſt dil- 
gracetull and diſcomfortable thing, ro be iuſtly caſt out of the 
conceits and good opinions of judicious and vnderſtanding 
Chriſtians. I would haue a Chriſtian neuer much trouble 
himſelte, or labour with roo much curiofitic and intruſion, 
too anxiouſly, vexingly, and folicitouſly to giue rhe world 
{arisfaction, for the vniult cenſures, and diſconceites of wit- 
lefle and worthlefle prophanenefle; ( oacly hee may thence 
rake occaſion to examine his heart more narrowly, to walke 
more warily, to liue more holily, and pray more heartily. ) 
Ler prophane men rage, and ſwell, and burtt, in deſpightof 
. gall, I would haue him ſweerely and calmely to enioy thoſe 
blefled comforts, which Gods compaſſhonate hand hath put 
into his heart. But me-thinks, he ſhould much take to heart, 
and bee very ſorry for the iuſt diſlike and diſconceite of true 
Chriſtijans,or for any {candall caken ypo1 good ground, from 
vnaduiſedneſſe and aberration in his carriage and conuerſati- 
oh. Asthe Chriſtianthen defires to bee dearely eſteemed - 
the 


comfortable walking with God. 8x 
the godly, and tenders che preſeruation of his good name 
wich good men; which ts rathey #0 be choſen than great riches, 
Prou. 2.2, 1. than precions Orntreent, Ecclel. 7. 1, and maketh 
the bones fat, Prou, 15. 30- which indeed is the molt ineſti» 
mablc Tewell hee poſlefieth in this life, vext ynto his owne 
Crowne of. Chriſtiagitie : I (ay, as hee would maiutaine and 
vyphold a good opinion and conceit of him, in the hearts and 


conſciences of Chriſtians, ler him flye the com of pro- 
hane mep: forthere is no reaſon he hould be repre Gods 


end, who conuerles. familiarly with his profeſt eneques, 
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4- No prophane man can heartily, and direcilyloue, and 
affect a Chriſtian for his zcale and ſpricyuall graces; nay, nd- 


curally and ordinarily he diſconceirs and hates all holy im+ 0 
preſſions, wrought vpon him by Gods ſanRifying Spirit ; 

1. Partly by reaſonot that everlaſting vnreconcileable, and 

implacable enmitic and antipathy berweene the feed of the 

woman, and the feed ot the Serpent z betweene light and 

darkeneſſe ; Chrilt and Belial ; Grace and prophaueneſle: 

2, Partly alſo, becauſe every voregenerate man, though fur- 

niſhed with the belt perfeRions and excellencies attaineable 

in char fate, thinkes, that his lukewarmeneſle, and formali- 

tie is cenſured and condemned by the zeale aud forwardneſle 

of the erue Chriſtian ; and that it choſe gracious endowmenes 

and holy frictneſle be reall, and neceſſarily required, they 

plaincly proclame the damnableneſſe of his eſtate, which hee 

ſecurely repoles vpon, as fufficient for ſaluation. Dewrd, a 

man after Gods owne heart, and of a {weete and loving diſ- 

poſition, yet was molt heauily preſt and purſued with much 

cauſclef{c [pite, and this hatred eucn for his goodneſle : T he 

that hate me without a cauſe, faith he, are more then the haires 

of my head : they that would deſtroy mee, and ave mine enemies 

falſely, ere mighty x; [0 that | rcitored that which [ tooke not, 

Plal. 69. 4. And in another place ſaith he, They that bate me 

wr ng fully are many : they al'o that reward enll for good, are , omni mats i 
mune aduerſaries, becauſe I follow © goodneſſe. Bur yet vader dc6 preiequitar 
{tand this further io the point, The expreſſion and exerciſe of i Cn rag 
this hatred of the forivardacile and zeale in the Chriſtian, 1424 matum, 
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which naturally and ordinarily lurkes in the heartof euery 
prophane man, may be ſometimes reſtrained for aduantage, 
and in policy ; by accident, and for by-reſpeRts. The fting 
and furic of it may be weakened, andlefſened by the ingenu- 
ouſneſle of the vnregenerate man, or by other good naturall 
and morall parts in the Chriſtian. Nay; I doe nor ſee, bur 
that ſometimes it may bee, as it were, quite daſht, and con- 
| Founded by the extraordinary innocency , and heroicall 
'F { height of ſpiriruallexcellencies m a good man: As. Moraliſts 
(ſay of verrue, thar though.it be ordinarily.atrended by enuy, 
as the body with a ſhadow, yer it may grow ſo ncompara- 
ble and glorious, that enuy is glad to hide its head, and fhe 
away like a weake milt trom the Sun (hining in his (treneth. 
Aſloone as vertue, ſay they, is growne out of ignorance, ſhee 
entreth by and by into.enuie, till mounting alofc, as the Sug 
being verticall abateth all ſhadowes; ſo (he inthe top, and 
height of perteion, allenmie. Why.may it nor be ſo in-zealz 
and pietic, that though it bee ordinarily perfecured with ex= 
treme hatred; yer ſometimes it may atraine thar extraordi- 
narineſ{e, incomparablenefle and excellency, that hatred may 
: euch hace 1: (cle, for oppoling ſuch vnreprooueable ſanRitie ? 
Bur to my purpole : If it bee {o, that a prophane mat cannot 
"paſſibly love a Chrittian heartily for his Chriltianine and 
Grace, but rather maliciouſly and morrally hate hun; what 
heart can a Chrithan hauz co.conuerſe iatimarely and dehight« 
tully with a prophanc man? Who would cucr vouchlate his 
company, and atford the beſt of his rime, and dearelt of his 
afte*tions, to a fellow, which ditdaines and deſpiles the moſt 
precious Iewell hee beares about him, I meane, his religious 
zcale; and labours powerfully, thongh infenfibly, ro dimme 
the brightneiſe, and dittaine the glory of it; either by rhe 
contagion of is notoriouſnefle, or at leaſt, by his formalirte, 
colinefl?, and vnzcalouſacle ? 
5- Fiftly, no Chriſtian ought coenter league, or entertaine 
fellowſhip with the enemics of God. It 1s abſard, thar 4 
member of Chrift ſhould exerciſe familiaritie, and intimate 
patlagesof loue with a limbe of Satan, What earthly Prince 
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fauourite, who ſhould be inward with his greatelt counter- 


aioniſt? Whac ingenuqus childe would delightfully digeſt 
that company, TT Ta in ſhould heare his facher ina foule 


avd ſhamefull manner diſgraced and railed ypon2? How then 
ſhould Almighty God hold him his friend, who is familiar , 
with (trangers to the lte of God, and enemies to his Grace ? 
How can that man looke torthe prerogatiues, and proteRti- 
ons of a childe of God, who haunts ſuch company with de- 
light, where-hee heares dayly his Almightie Father foulely, 
and ſhamecfully diſhonourcd, perhaps, with oathes and blaf- 
phemies, with obſcenities and raylings; at leaſt, with many | 
idle and prophane ſpeeches? 

6. Sixthly, conuerfing with prophane men, dorh croſſe 
and oucrthrow a common Chrittiar dutic, which is this; 
all companies, ether doe good, or take good, or both, For inthis 
caſe, the Chriſtian both takes hurt, and doth hurt : he hurts, 
1. himſclte, becauſe hee throwes himſelfe ypon temptation, 
and hazardot being infected with notoriouinefle, if his com- / 
panions be very lewd, and prophane; or at leaft, with for- 
nalitie and coldnefle; 1tthey be bur only ciuilly honeſt, or 
formall profeflors. 2. He hurts alſo others : 1. Hee hardens 
his companions in their varegenerate courſes, becauſe they 
thinke, he would not ſo famiharly converſe with them, ex- 
cept he were well conccited of their ſpirituall ſtate 3 and fo 
they reft with ſecurity and conhdence m their vnregenerati- 
on. 2, He is a {tumbling blocke to the weake Chriſtian, who 
by looking vpon his example, may bee led awry fromche 
ſtraight path of bis profeſſion, and by taking thereuponliber- 
tic of imitation , may haue his young beginnings of Grace 

choaked and tmorhered by the deligactull vanities of good 
tellowſhip , in che preſſe of prophane company. 3. Hee 
gricucs allo [trong and yanderitanding Chrithans, to tee _—_ 
G2 | O 
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lo farre forget himlelte, and dilgrace his profeſſion, as tocon- 
uerſe with the enemies of God, and by his-praRiſe ro-per= 
ſwadethe world, thacthe baſe fooleries of good fellowhip, 
are more ſweet and raſtefull, then the glorious pleaſures of 
the communion of Saints. 

7. There is another reaſon, which though 1 bee hor very 
| obuious to mens apprehenſions, qanyeh ater notice of; yer 
i my vnderſtanding, it ſhould be very powerfull, and of ye- 

xy gxeat weight, to driue Chriſtians out of the company of 
ynregenerate men, and to reftraine them froma fanuliarana 
delightfull corre/pondence, and conuerſing with them (ex 
cept they haue a warrantable Calling, and the teftimonie of 
their conſciences to conuerſe with them for their conuerſion 
aud ſpirituall good. ) Iris this: when an vnregenerate man 
obſerues, thata Chriſtian prefſeth into his company, dehires 
to ſpend time with him, and is well enongh content to Cx - 
change mutually many offices of intimate kindeneſſc; hee 
preſently conceiues and concludes, that ſure hee ſees in him 
matter worthy of Chriſtian company, and endowments ſut- 
ficient to ranke him amongſt the Saints ; elle hee could nor 
take ſuch contentment in his conditions and conuerfation, 
Whereupoa hee is fearefully hardned in his pretent courſes, 
and ſettles withreſolution, confidence, and {ecurity vpon the 
plauſible deceirtulnefle of his vnregenerate [tate ; and thinks 
himſelfe well, that hee may both enioy the pleaſures of the 
preſenc, andalſo a good reftimony and hope of his rightnelle 
in the way to Heauen ; becauſe it is well knowne andac- 
knowledped, that his companion both knowes, and walkes 
n the right path. And {ith he hath one to take part, he rakes 
it not muchto heart, that other Chriftians are more vnfami- 
liar, and (trange vnto him; for hee impures it onely to their 
ſowrengſſe and vnſociableneſie. Afﬀurcdly there are many 
Chrifizans very faulty this way, and haue very much to an» 
{wer for in this kinde, Tacy familiarly conerfc with varege= 
nerate men; and becauſe they would nor diſpleaſe and bee 
-diltaſtefull, they ſay netting vato thern of the carledncfſe of 
theu condition cowards God, ard of the fearctulnetle of their 
cale, 
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caſe, in reſpeR of ſaluation. wor ry they grow 1nto a con- 
ceit , that they are well conceited of their ſpirituall ſtare, 
and fo walke farre more reſolutely and confide:nly rowards 
Hell, by reaſon of the focictic and hlence of their Chriſtian 
companions. I thinke verily, that prophane men do not one- 
ly ſometimes defire the company of Chriftians, to win repu- 
ration fromthe berrer ſort, and ro guild ouer rhe rottennefic 
of cheir conuerſation with ſome little rinfture , and leffer 
ſplend6iir refle&ed from the glory of their Chriltianitie; but 
allo to purchaſe ſome counterteit comfort totheir colciences, 
and falle hope ynto their hearts, that chere cale js the better 
towards God , becauſe Gods children vouchſate to keepe 
company, and conuerſe more ftamiliarly with them. 
8. But aboucall for chis purpoſe peruſe often, and ponder 
well, 1. The ctfeQtuall prohibitions in Gods Booke : 2. the 
proteſtations and practile of rhe Saints, 3. and puniſhments 
n{icted for fanuliaritie with che vngodly. For che la(t, ſee 
2-hron. 19. 2,and © 20, 37, Forthe [ccond, fee Ptal, 26. 4, 
5- Icremiah, I5. I 7. 2.Ki19. " I 4. For the arlt, icc Ie Cor, cu jmprjs Cons 
5-11. Epheſians 5.11. Proucrbs 14-7. 2+ Thel. 3.6, where fancionemgitrog 
he ſolemnely commands them in the Name of our Lord leſuts cfroinares, ſocie. 
Chriſt, that they withAraw them/elnes from enery brother that aw 
walkes mmordinatety, 5c. Hee aimes fpecially in that place at 
Ile perſons; by conſequent then, and good proportion, at 
more notorious tellowes, It wce muſt withdraw our ſclues 
from thoſe, who hauc lealure to bee tor all companies, at all

2. Now in a ſecond place: Tf thou defireſt to converſe 
with ſome of thine vaconuerted kindred, friends, neighbours, 
old acquaintance, &c. for their ſpirituall good, obſerue theſe 


three rules : 1. Letthere bee good probabilitie, proportio- 
cc, k 


nably, of more power of grace, knowledge , ſandificarion, 
ſpiricuall wifedome, Chriſtian reſolution, &c, Tn thee to con- 
uert them, then poylon of varegenerare tubbornnelſe, ſen- 
fuall malice, finiull wit, worldly wifedome, Satanicall fo- 
philtrie in chem, to peruert thee, 2. See that thy heart bee 
fincere, and char inthe fingleneſſe thereof, thou tecke truely 
their conuerfion, and not thine owne [ecret contentiment : for 
in this point, thine owne heart w'll be readie to deceiue thee, _ 
Thou mayelt offerthy lelte into ſuch company, with pretence 
and purpote to follicit them tor faluation, and preuaile with 
themaboutthe belt things; and yer before thoubce'awar?e, 
bee plunged and infnarcd in the woonted vnwarrantable de- 
lights of good tellowſhip, pleaſant paſlages of wit, idle and 
wwpertiacnt follies and familiarities, which chou waſt accuſto- 
med to exchange and emoy with them in thy vnregencrate 
time. So that mn (tead of the ditcharge of a Chriſtian duty, 
thou mayett both hurt thy felte, and harden them. 3. As 
Phyhcians of the body arme and animate themſclues with 
ſtrong repercuſſiues, preſecuatiues, and counter-poylons, 
when they vilit contagious and pettilentiall patients : foin 
luch cates, be thou {ure to turni{}} and fortifie thy felfe be. 
tore-hand with prayer, meditation, the ſword of the Spirit, 
[tore of perſvaliue marcer, ftrengrh of reaſons, and vnſhaken 
relolution,to repell and beate backe all noyſome in{inuations 
ot {pirituall intection, 

3+ Into Chriitan company, which thou ſhouldeſt prize aw 
thine only Paradite and Hemen vypon Earth; the very flowre 
and tethuall of all thy retcethi is time in this vale of tearcs, 
eucr bring 1. A cheerefull and lghtlome heart, Me-thinks, 
though thou (houldeſt come amongſt the Saints with a ſad 
neart, and fomethicg ouer-caſt with miſts and clouds of 
heaui- 
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heauineſſe and diicomfort ; yet the preſence and faces of 
thoſe , whom hereafter thou ſhale mecre in Heauen, and 
there, with incomparable ioy behold for cuer, clothed and 
{hining with emineacie and ecernitie of glory, ſhould diſperſe 
and diſpell them all, and infuſe comfortable beames of hea- 
nealy hyhclomacile and ſpirituall mirth. I know them, who 
bg calt ſomcrimes full fore againſt their wils, amoagſt 
rofane company, are quite out of theirelcimen all che while, 
trucke dead 1n the place, asthey fay , as folitary as in the 
filencelt Delerr, But ler them come ainongit Chriltans, and 
they are quice other mcn, as full of lighttomacile and lite, 
as full of heat and Heaucn , as if_they had che one foote 
in the Porch of Paradile already. Sadacfle isnot ſcafonable, 
where ſuch precepts as thelc hauc place ; Be gliadin the Lord, 
and rence, ye righteous, and ſhout for toy, all ye that are wp- 
rizht in heart. 2. A fruitfull heart, full as che Moone with 
gracious matter to yphold cdifying conference, and ſanQiiti- 
edtalke, Being forward and free without any hurtfull ba(h- 
fulneſſe, or yaine=glorious aime, both ro communicate t0.0- 
thers the hiddea treaſures of heauenly knowledge, which 
thou halt happily digged our of the precious quarry, as it 
were of rhe great myltery of Grace, aid alſo by moouing 
of queſtions, and miniſtring occaſion mutually to draw trom 
them with an holy greedineſſe the waters of life, for a rei.

Many are ſo weake this way, that ifthey ſpy 
but apy ſecrer ſmiling , two whiſpering together in the com= 
pany, or any talking, eſpecially with their eyes now and then 
calt towards them; they preſently thinke , that themſelues 
certainely are their aime , and obic& of their {cornefull ob- 
ſeruation ; and ſo grow ſowrce, out of tune , and vnhit for 
company all the while after. Such as theſe are extremely 
troubled, and take on to themlelues, if they haue notthe 
chiefe place, and vpper hand at meetings, reſpeR and reſalu- 
tation from thole thatthey ſalute,exact obſeruance,and obci- 
{ance from their interiours, the wall fromall commers, if they 
be not begun ynro in matters of complement _and feruices of 
humaniie,&c, 

A riddarce and reſtraint of theſe and the like maladics of 
the minde', will be a notable meanes to preuent and hinder 
the aſſaults and ſurprizall of this furious and foule hend.

therefore filence is a fingular cooler to this cholcricke dillerm- 
per. If the ſwelling and boilterous waues rebound from 
the fofc and cucn 1ands, there is no great adoe ; but if 
they_cacountcr a Rocke , they xerurne with great turbu+ 
lencic, and turae into foame. Silence or a loft anſwer ſtops 
the oucr-flowing of the gall on both fides; bur if fury be 
let vpon with rage , they grow both almolt ftarke mad tos 
the tune. 

2. Giue reaſon leaue to interpoſe and reſolue. It was 

counſell which was giuen to eAng»ſtzo ; That when 
the obicQ and occaſjons ot choler were in hiseye, he ſhould 
not be moucd, bciore he had pronounced ouer the letters 
of the Alphaber, It is as abſurd tor a paſſhon to yſurpe and 
domincere ouer mdgement, as for an intemperate $cold 
to iuſtle a reverend ludge our of his place; and there to 
cake on in her talkative and (currill manner. It thou giue 
the {wwnge and reines vnto it at the firſt rifzng , it will pre 
lently quite baniſh reaſon and iudgement , and bee like a 
man that puts the Maſter out. of the houle, and icts it on 
fire, and bucnes himſclie-alive within : or like a Ship chat 
hath ncither Sterne, nor Piloc, nor Sailes, nor Oates, expo» 
tet] ro the mercy of the waues, windes and rempelt in the 
midſt of a furious Sea, 43. Diuert to ſome. other bulineſle, 
company, place, pleaſant employment, thoughts of content, 
&c, Thelſc are notable coolers, and very conucnicnt to (lake 
this pailionate fire, when it firſt begins to burne in thy 
bolome. 
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3. Habituate thy heart , and keepe irexcrciſcd and ſeaſo» 

ned with conliderations: 1. Not onely of melancholy, a 
ferall paſſion, and other bodily diſtempers, which it natural- 
ly breeds, by ſtirring choler, heating the bloud and rhe vitall 
ſpirits; but alſo , cuca of rhe-brutiſh deformities and vgly . 
diſtortions with which this rage disfigures thoſe which are 
ecanſported with it; asthe fierineſſe of rhe eyes, inflammation ;;,.;,, 
of the tace, furiouſneſlc of the lookes n extraordinary panting Ora tument ir3,ni. 
of the heart, beating of the pulſe, ſwelling of the yeines, 355" angune 
[tammering of the rongue,gnaſhiog of the rceth;a very harſh Lumina Gorgo- 
and hatctull intentionofthe yoice, and many other extremely M72 ans "gn 
impdtent and yamanly behauiours, Hence it was , chat an= 
gry men were anciently counſelled in the heate of their fi 
to looke themlelues in a Glaſle. The monſtrous repretentati- 
ons of that deformed Fury, were able for cuer to fright them 
our of their cholericke humour, 2. Of the ſweete loueli- 
neſſe, and amiable accepration of a milde vnpaſſionate ſpirit. 
It is the finew, as it were, and cyment of all delightfull fo- 
ciety, the flower of humanity, the very ſweereneſle of ciuill 
conuerſation. As it 15 a lingular preferuaciue ro keepe a 
mans owne heart in much calmnefſe and quiet ; fo its alſo 
an attra*tiue Load-ſtone to draw vnto him the hearts and 
loues of others. 3. Of the aime and aſpirations of morall 
wiſedome which labours to draw a mans heart to that yn- 
ſhaken , conſtant and comfortable temper ; thac beaucifull 
and noble diſpoſition, which reſemblesthe higheſt Region of 
the aire, where there is no ouer-{hadowing clouds, nor tem=- 
peltuous thunders , but perpetuall faireneffe, ſerenity, and 
PCACC. 

I haue the longer inſiſted ypon theſe morall inftruRtions, 
purpoſely to make Chriſtians aſhamed, who beſides the ho- 
ae(t extractions of purer realon, haue alſo rules of Religion, 
and heauenly remedies; and yer are to0 often overtaken with 
tis mentall drunkennefle,as ſome call it. For you muſt know, 
thatall this while I meane naſty, yniuſt, and exorbitant An- 
ger, which miſſes in meaſure, OvieR, end, ſeaſonableneſle, or 
othercircum(ſtances, For there is 2 finlcile and holy Anger, 
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and therefore ſaith Pa#/,Epheſ.4.26. Be ye angry, and fime not, 
Vpon the deſcribing and limiting of which, it is neither inct- 
dent nor ſeaſonable tor me art this time to inſiſt, 

Now then in a ſecond place , for religious direStions, and 
more immediarcly drawne from diuine learning, conſider ; 

1. That allthy wrongs and yvnworthy yſages, allthy in- 
juries and indignities , crofles and vncomfortable accidents, 
that ſhall cucr any way befallthee, are fore-appointed, or- 
dered, and ditpoled by Gods wiſe and metrcitull prouidence, 
and that to thy ſpirituall and euerlatting good. This very 
onethought, that God is cuer the principall Agent, keprfrel 
and on foote in thy minde , will be of ſoueraigne power to 
coole and beatc backe any intemperate heate , which might 
cither rile in thine heart , or rage in thy rongue againſt his 
inſtruments; and cauſe thee many times when chou art cha= 
fing ripe, and ready to rauc,to lay thy hand yponthy mouth, 
and fay vato God {uwretely with Daxid, Plal. 29.9. [was 
dumbe, | opened not my month, becauſe thon didft tt. And nor 
like a ch1lde, ro beate ithe place that hurt it; but rather to 
walke more heedfully: or a tooliſh Curre,co fnarle and fnarch 
at the (tone, neuer looking after the chrower : or amad man, 
to bite the {ivord that fiicks in his fleſh; but rather to pull 
it out lottly, and ger to the Surgeon, There was matter and 
malice cnough i themouth of Shemes,to haue made Dawids 
royall heart naturallyto riſe with implatable indignation a- 
gainli that dead dogge : vnkindnefle and crueltie enough in 
the hearts of /o/ephs Brethren, to hauc made him for cuer yn- 
reconcileable : wrong and villany enough in the carriage of 
te Caldeens, to haug (er /ob on fire with rage and revenge 
againſt them : Bur theſe holy men by praQile of the preſent 
point, ard from the ttrengrh of this confiderttion which I 
now commend, tor thc rettraint of choler, procured a great 
dealce of {weet peace and patience to their owne hearts, 
picalednetlc and acceptation wita God, admiration and cx- 
ample wo porn tic: For they glanced by the meanes andthe 
men, and faſtened their eyes vpon their Maker , and the firſt 
Mooucr. /o/epy lookt beyond tus Brethrens barbarous dealing 


with 
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with him, and ſaid, The Lord ſent. me beſere 108 NehbyFoad 

the Caldeaxs lawleſle out-rages,and ſaid, The Lore math t, 
ken away : Danid beyond Shemeis dogged rancour,andfaid, 
The Lord hath bidden bim: leſs Chrsit Himſclte, bleilgd for. 
cuer, looked beyond the Phariſes, Prielts, Iewes, /nd4s and 
the ſouldiers,to his Fathers Cup,loh. 1 8.3 1.7hﬆ Cup which 
my Father hath ginen we, ſhall uot drinks ? when hee com- 
manded Pexey to ſheathe his (word. This. Chriſtian cow 
paſſeth that which-was gmento AuguFtwz when the obiects 
and occafions of cholcr are in thine eye, or care ; when thou 
art any wayes wronged, belyed, rayled ypon, ipurncd ar, or 
trampled ypon by the feere of honoured infolency,or dung-

hill malice, before chou inwardly tret, or breakgout into auy 
impaticac behauiour, ſay firſt ſerioully and teclingly inthjnc 
owne heart, This is from God, for my good: or with old Els; 
It is the Lord, let him doe what ſcemeth him good. 1,Sam. 3.18. 
Andlet it forcuer ſnaffle, nay,{weetly compole the haltineſſe 
and ſowrenefle ofthy corrupt nature in caſe of choler. 
2. Let the wonderfull patience of that mighty Lord of 
Heauen and carth, who is able with one word to call allche 
creaturesin the World into Hell ; nay even with the breath 
of his mouth to turne Hell, and Heauen, and Earch, and all 
things, into nothing ; I ay,let his patience againlithe infinite 
intolerable, and endlefle proupcations of his owne molt obs 
liged creatures, who like ſo many deſperate trairours, liue 
and lye continually in open rebellion againit 10 great a Ma- 
icftic,be a © Fatrerge and Precedent vato thee a tally worme, « 5; Dominus $0- 
duſt and aſhes, earth, or any chingthat is naught, of pros Þi5.% Pater Nous

doc they teare, and re-crucifie che pretious Body of his glo- 
rified Some, which fits at his owne right hand > With what 
lyes and ſlandersdoe they revile his Ambaſſadours, and vi- 
lie his Choſen > How many graceleſſe wretches doe wil. 
fully and ob{iinately prophane his Sabbaths, pollute his $a- 
craments, and turne their backes vpon his Word? How ma- 
ny doe dayly turne thermſelues into beaſts, by their ſwiniſh 
drunkennefle, to the great reproach of mankinde,and diſho- 
nour oftheir reaſonable nature > How many inclofirig New 
yods,and cruell Landlords, doe prinde the taces of the poore ; 
Nay, placke off their 1hins teare theis fleſh, breake their bones, 
and chop them in pieces as for the pot, and eate the fleſh of Gods 
people? Ina word, how many incarvate Deuils doe march 
vp and downe the earth with hearts and hands as full as Hell, 
with all manner of miſchicte, lewdnefſe and rebellion ? 
So many, and with ſuch extreme inſufferable audaciouſnefſe 


and impudency, that, asa learned Divine ſpeakes, If but any 


eender-hearted man ſhould fit but one houre in the Throne 
of God Almighty (if it be fit ſo to ſuppoſe) and looke downe 
vpon the earth, as God doth continually , and fee what abo. 
minations are done in that houre, he would vndoubredly in 
the next fer all the World on fire, and not ſuffer his wrath to 
be pacihed, or the tire to be quenched. And yet for all this, 
our gracious God in the meane time , though he be armed 
with his owne vnrefiſtable omnipotencie , and a rhow/and 
Charets in the Whirlewinde ; though hee haue cucrina rea- 
dineſſe all the Arigels in Heauen, all the Devils in Hell, all 
the Creatures in the World; nay, the very hands and conſci- 
ences of prophane wretches, and all that prouoke the eyes 
of his Glory with thcir pollutions , to bee the infiruments 
and exccutioners of his iuft wrath vpon their fnune ; yer, I 
lay, our gracious God oppoles his infinite patience againſt 
allrheſe reſtlefle outragious prouocations. Hee ſweetly and 
tairety rempers apd moderates in the meanc time his mott juſt 
and cauſciull indignation, to ice it the bountifulreſic of his 
torbcarance and long. ſuffering will Icade them torepentances

Lyon in thine owne houſe; and which is common-in carnall 
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worldlings, to rage with extreme folly and baſeneſſe againft ſ 


thy wife, chuldren, ſeruants, cattell, or any thing that comes 
in hy way, for cuery crofle accident, worldly loiſe, done» 
ſticall mitcarriape : nay, many. cimes to torturethine-owne 
heart, and trouble others in this kinde ypon meere miſ-ta» 
Kings, groundlefle ſurmizes, and milcon(iructions: bue ra- 
ther = this gracious leflon from the Lord Ieſus his owne 
mouth, Math. 11. 29. Learne of me, for [ am lowly of heart ; 
and anexample of patience from hisfirlt Aertyr, Act. 7, 60. 
Lord, lay not this ſinne to their charge. 

3- Letthe ſweere experience of Gods patient and mer- 
cifull dealing with thee, toften chine heart with a compaſſt- 
onate ſenſe of other mens weakeaefles, and a melting for-

A word or ewo of another paſſion, before I paſſe out of the 

ine, and that 1s Feare,, which Thad not touche at this time, 
had it binonly a Racke, whereon the hearts of couctous, am- 
birious, and carnall men are wotully rent, and torve, and tor- 
eured all their life long ; and not allo a crucll engrofler of too 
much golden time euen from Gods children, not without im- 
preſſions of much truicleſſe ſadneſle,and wneceſlary difc6cent. 

The vanitic and tyrannie of this paſſion is ſpecially (eene 


- and exerciſed : 1. In putting all real ftings mto imaginarie

euils, and drawing true and bitter forrowes, from ſuppoſed 
lufterings. 2. In an over-greedy apprehenſion and anticipa- 
tion of forrowes ro come, ſo that 4 man by too much fore. 
thoughtfulnefle, and painefull preconceite, doth ſufterthem 
many times, before they ſeize ypon him. 

© 1, Forthe hr{t, who feeles not the phantaſticalnefle of 
opinion to forge, and faſten ypon hm many dreadtull ob- 
ies ; which of themfelues haue no vigour to vexe, becauſe 
no reall being and exiſtence, yer truely torture and affli, by 
the onely firengrh of imagination ? 

Thus one eares his owne heart with griefe forlofle of thoſe 
riches,' and that ſuperfluous wealth, which if hee had ever 
full poflefied, hee wonld neuer haue vied, Another lies wn- 
der the continuall ſlanerie of reſilefle feare, leſt fire or rob. 
bery, ſome alteration in the Srare, or defolarion of warre, 
ſhould diſperſe his hoard , or hazard his temporal happi- 
neſſe, One is haunted with much thoitohrfuſneſſe and car. 
king, what ſhall become of his chitdceh after his death ; 
what men will ſay of him when hce'is gone ; le{t his wife 
ould marrie after his departure. ( Fornaturally our minds 
are ſo yaine, that be{ides the abundance and burden of pre 
lent cares, they will eranſport onr defires and affections bs 
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"nd our {clucs and being.) Another frettingly feares, that 

(hall be vadone m 5 yeere, or the next Rot ofheepe, 
and tires hinſelfe with varietie of plors for commings in, for 
many yeeresto come, when many times hee dies inthe meane 
time, Some take vp too much precious time, from preſeor 
and more proficable meditations, by troubling their hearts, 
leſt, if the times turne, they ſhould noc bee able ro endure 
the fierie triall ; whereas afterward, perhaps, they end their 
life in che peacefull noone-=tide of the -glorious Goſpel. O- 
.thers vpon thought, or talke of death,are ready to emertaine 
fearefulla pprehen(ions, left they ſhould diſgrace their Chri- 
ſtian life with an yncomfortable end, and by ſome extraor- 
dinaric rempracion, raving, furious carriage, lye opento the 
worlds mterpretation, (1nifter cenfures, and miſconſtructions 
ofrheir former courſes ; when as after, it may be, they con- 
cludethcic dayes calmely, in good memorie tothelafi gaſpe, 
withour any ” denovm ar cloud of feared horrour and dikcom- 
fort; ( except former diftruſtfull teares iuftly bring vponthem 
that which chey feared.) For (ith cucry one, whole life hath 
beene conlecrated ro Gods plc ry with truth of heart, doth 
certainely paſſe thorow thoſe dreadtull pangs and laſt paine, 
into pleaſares endlefle and vnſpeakeable; hee ought alſo to 
lubmit with all patience and quiet, to glorific him, and to be 
{cruiceable ro his ſecret ends, with what kinde of death hee 
pleaſe; whether it bee, 1. Glorious, and vntempted : 2. Diſ= 
comtortable, by reaſon of bodily diſtemper, and by conſe- 
quent, interpretable by vndiſcerning ſpirits: 3. Mingled of 
remprarions, and triumphs: 4. Or ordinaric, aud without 
any great ſhew, or remarkeable ſpeeches, after extraordina- 
ric fmeularitics of an holy life, which promiſed an end of 
{peciall note and obſeruation. 

2, For the ſecond, beſides theſe viterly vnneceſſary and 
meerely imaginarie” miſeries; many fearefull ſpirits eſpecial 
ly haunted with the humour of rhelancholy, will not fuffer 
alſocerraine and incuitableenils, which at length muſt needs 
betall them , to fleepe, and keepe in their (tings, vnrill the 
time appointed : but trany times awake them by the cy 
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of Feare, like ſomany {keping Lyons, and cowardlily pro 
voke them with timorous expectation ro rent their heares 

and fling terribly before tne time. Thus our yaine-minde 

rorment ys more with che feare of cuils, then with the euil 

which we feare ; ſpurre vs on with much ynmanly tolly, &. 
meere in the mid-way; nay, to ouertake, out-run ſorrowe 
to come, and make ys a thouſand mes miſerable with one 
indiuiduall milcry. 

For in(tance : Thou haſt a childe, and, perhaps, bur one 
which thou loueſt moſt deaxely; for that aftection which 
would be {cucrely Ricong towards ten, or how many -locyer, 7 
is vnited in it alone, Thou enioyelt a wite , whole death 
would bee ynto thee, as the loſle of halte chy heart; and ſo? 
proportionably of any worldly comfort, Nov certaine ic is, Pa 
thou mult at length part from all chele, or what elle ſoeuer 
molt deare and defueable things in this lite, they muſt be 
taken from chee, or chou from them. In this caſe then, if thou 
giue way and forth ynto this faint-hearted tyrant, and ma- 
licious paſſion, it will wound thine heatt many and many a 
time wich ſence of their lofle, before rhou loole them 2: and 
mingle amid(t thy deareſt and moſt doting apprehenfions of 
their {weeraefle and worth, many bitter thoughts ofthe day 
of diuorce, and (tings of much worldly griete ( for ſuch oncly 
I meane)trom a torturing preconceit of painetullheart-breake 
at parting, But the moſt rormenting racke in this kinde , 
ypon which this tyrannicall paſſion doth much territteand 
teare the hearts of carnall men tpecially, is death : Iris called, 
the Priace of terror, by reaton of its owne extreme ineuita- 
ble pangs; and to them allo it is a certaine paſſege to tor- 
ments without end, and paſt imagination ; and therefore if 
their conſciences bee not deſperacely ſeared, and ſealed vp 
lecurely withche ſpiricof (lumber againttthe Day of venge- 
ance; they are wooutto dyealmoiteuery day, by a Nauiſh 
teare of death: (ce Heb.2.15. O death, ſanh the wiſe man how 
butter :s the remembrance of thee, t0 4 men that liuneth at reſt in 
bis poſſeſſions, vnto the man that bath nothing to vexe him, and 
that hath proſÞcritie inal things | Oh how theheartof ſuchia 


man 
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$,and yntimely ſorrowes, 
cake notice of three other baſe reſtiſenr effects 5" milchiefes, 
'which this nacurall, ſlauiſh, diftrufifull feare , ( for that 1 
' onely mcane in the whole point ) puts ypon a man. 1, It 
,may bring vpon him the thing which hee feares : by fearing 
ro become miſerable, hee may become thar hce feares, and 
lo turne his vaine feare -into certaine miſerics; according to 
that of Salomon, Prouerbes 10. 24. That which the wicked 


uithly feare to dye, That good breeds the truelt preſent con» g,2 pauer. 
tentment, againſt the lofſe whereof wee are alwayes prepa- 

red, And therefore thoſe wholiue in continuall feare to looſe 

their childe, goods, libertie, Jie, or any other ching thar is 

deare yntothem, loote a great deale © hy and Deur. 28. 47, 
allowed pleaſure they might haue, cuen in theſe ourward 
things. 3+ Irdeiedts and debaſes his noble nature, below 
the miſcries and haſenefle of beaſts in this point: for they 
ace tenced from thiffolly and vanitie,by the benefit of their 
weakeneſſe, and want'of reaſon'; neuer xe-afflucting Lham- 
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rir, whereby hee out-ſhines all other creatures, like an An« 
gell ypon earth, ſhould by the abuſe and miſ-imployment 
thereof, make it a rneanes vnto himlelfe, ro become more 
miſerable in this reſpect then a brute beaſt? 

Now many and tweet are the places and promiſes in Gods 
Booke, which may ſexue as precious counter-poiſons, and 
cordials, againſt this carking venome, which haunts with too 
often infinuations, euenthe molt heaucnly minde; bur cates 
continually like a Canker into the carnall heart : They are 
luch as theſe ; [ will w:ner leane thee nor for/ake ther, He- 
brewes 1 3.5» Shouldeſtthoufall into the fiery eryall, aſſured- 
ly thy mercitull God would either ſupply thee with a ſuper. 
naturall and extraordinary power and patience ouer that moſt 
exquilite paine; orclle, abate aydlefſen the rage of the lames 
tor thy ſake. Ai rhings worke together for good, to them that 
{one God, Rom.$.28. Sin, in it owne nature, is the deadlieſt 
and ranke(t poylon to the toule; and in it felfe , the grea- 
telteuill charts or can be; yet Gods infinite Power and Wiſe 
doine, which ar fir(t drew light out of darknefle, as a skiltull 
Apothecary deales with poyſon, 1o orders and tempers it to 
his, that by accident it proues medicinable : much more doth 
He turne to their good, croſles, dilgraces, loſſes of carthly 
things; pouertie, want, lite,death,any thing, cuery thing. God 
1s fauthfrl, who will not (uffer you to b: temppred abone that you 
are able; but wil with the temptation al's make 4 way to eſcape, 
that ye may be able tobrare rt, 1.Cor.10.13.lt is Gods Childs 
peculiar, in the calc of afflictions and all tuture troubles, ro 
expect ({upportation in them, bencfit by them, deliverance 
out ot then. He that ſpared not his owne Sonze, how ſhall be 
not with bim alſo ſr:ely give vs all things, Rom. 8.322 If leſus 
Chyiſt be ours, it is infanitely abfurd co feare {lauiſhly, cither. 
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ever being preuailed apainit by any crea 
netinare hoe armour and Herojeal reſolution, againſt 


be, nay ſometunes, which.cannot poſſibly bee, out ofthoſe 
two ſweetelt Plalmes, far promiles of future protetion, 91, 
and 121. Eſa. 43- 2. But the (peciall preſeruatiue, whichat 
this tine I would commend vnto you, againſt this diftruſt- 
full hearts- poyfon, may bee extracted from Chriſts owne 
words, Mar. 6. 34. After many ſtrong and precious Argu- 
ments againſt thoughrfulnefſe and carkipg , our heaueoly 
Door concludes, 7 ake therefore no thought for the morrow: 
for the morrow ſhall take thought for the things of it ſelfe : {uf 
ficient unto the day, us the emill thereaf, Whence I colle&t and 
counfſell, that theChriſtianought, in reſpe& of any torturm 

care, or carking' forecaſt, to __ and utles boa.

for a comfortable diſpatch, -and: digeſting of dayly vacoms

by ſuch pecdlleſſc, lencelcflc, fruiclefle 
diftrations, yaganes of vanity, and 'Vropian percgrinations ? 
Aseither 1- To looſe them iathe cndlefſce maze of imagina- 
ry afflitions : 2. Or to waſte them by vntimely wraſtling 
with certaine cuils ro come : 3: Or wound them with a 
painefull remembrance of forrowes already paſt. For ſome 
there are ſo ouer=greedie of gricuing themiclues, and tran{- 
rted with the tyrannicall vanitie of their owne mindes, that 
fides their cronble with preſent, fained, and turure milcries, 
colleR alto matter of mournetulneſle fromrime palt.' For in- 
{tance : Thou haſt loſt chy deareft child, which is one of the 
tremeſt earthly croſles, and goes neere(t the heart, bur long 
fince, fo that if reaſons from reafonu and Religion aflwaged 
not the immoderatioa and cxcefle of thy forrow ; yer tune 
hath worne out, and wiped away thy tcares, and made thee 
weary of weeping/: but notwithſtanding , chy vainc minde 
will nor ſuffer chargriefe, which cuen'leagrh of cime hath 
buried long agoe, to lic quietly in the graue, but drawes 
into confideration, and remembers forthe nonce , its ſpec- 
ches,fauour, pretty behauiour, and-other lonely circumſtan- 
ces, tomake rhy heart bleed afreſh,-and-wrivg trom thine 
eyes new torrentsof teares, &c.

By reaſon of that generall and common fellowſhip,where- 
of I gaue a taſteand rouch before, (ot hisarbitrary and inti- 
mate company, .euery : Chriſtian makes-conſcience of better 
choyce ) which thou muſt ſomerimesenterraine and exerciſe 
with the men of this world, .except thou wilt goe out ofthe 
world ; thou ſhalt mcete now and then vpon ynauoydable 
necefitie, and by the exigencie-ofthy calling, wich men of 
intolerable conuerſacion; and very: diſcourſe; and 
at ynawares, and ynwilling|y fall: among ſuch companions, 
as will ſweare, blaiphenie Gods Name, ctalke filthily, {lan- 
der the Miniſtery , raile againſt good men ; befides many 
other ſcurrill, baſe,and; prophane tpeeches ; much froth and 
folly.in this kinde, Now: in this;cafe ordinarily , prophane 
men meddle not. They'hold it a; point of preciſeneſſe to 
marre the mirth, and caſt 'the company into dumpes of me- 
lancholy, by calling ſinne into queſtion. They loue not (as 
they fay in their_hcarts) to;.bee diſpleaſmngand: voplauſible, 
where themſclues gaine nothing, and perhaps doe no good 
to the partie.. They ate: commonly old-excellent in rayling 
vpon, and flandering a good man in his abſence; bur they 
are Rarke-naught, and no-body in reproouing a notorious 
wretch ynto his face. Ifthey open their mouth this: way, it 
is commonly in ic(t, and' bravery, in forme, in derifion,; for 
ſome Ones ſake in the compatiy, who, they know, cannot 
endure it ; or at beſt, out of a ciuill deteſtation of outragious 
villany, and furious blaſphemies of Gods glorious Name, Bur 
in ſuch caſes, the Chriſtian js truly folicitous and zealous ; 
very much troubled, and; carcfull how to frame and hold a 
(erious , wile, and ſcaſonable contradiction to the Ian- 
guage of hell, which conſiſteth in oathes, lying, ſlandering; 
1 obſcenities , raylings, contempruous inlolencies againſt 
the Minilerie and wayes of God, defence of Poperic, and 
in ſuch rotten and Bedlam talke. Hee dares not many times 
in ſuch company, for: his heart hold his pound, leſt there= 
by hee bee guiltie in ſome degree. 1, Of the parties going 
on in fhane, 2. Of betraying Gods glory, by a cowardly 
and ynchriſtian ſilence: and 3. For teare of wounding his 
I owne 
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owne conſcience. The omiſhon of the diſcharge of this dutic, 
will ſometimes very. much vexcxhe conicience, andprieue the 
heart of the true-hearred Profefiour ; when hee is departed 
the place, and coniiders that by his balenelſe and trailery hoe 
hath failed in ſo holy a-dutic, and beene faint-hearted in the 
cauſe of God, | wh 

For thiskjnde of reproouing then, uch cenfuring of 
the words and workes of bk inelle. the Chriſtian is _ 
bee cenſured too cenforious and preciſe. Conicience, chari- 
tie, and Gods commandemene calles and eries ypon him tor 
the rtormance of this needtull dutie ; - whenloeuer vna- 
uoydable-necefiitie;orche of a warrantable calling 
thall have caſt him ypon prophane wretches, and impriſo- 
ned him tor the while amonglt tellowes of lewd ditcoarle, 
and praceleſſe carriage.

1, By Dogs, wee ſee, are meanc abltinate enemies, that 
maliciouſly rcuile the Miniſtery of the Word, the Doctrine of 
God, and the Meſleogers thereof 3 who doe notonely tread 
the words of inftructionand reproote ynder foote, bur. allo 
turne againe, andall to rend the Teachers, and fyrioully flic 
inthe face of thole who fairely tell them of theirfaults. Con- 
ſider this and tremble, all ye that are become ſcornefull and 
turious oppolnesto the power and purity of the Word, and 
bloody goades inthe fidesof chefanbfulleſ Miniſters. Alas; 
poore wrerches, torlorne Caitifes, you calt your ichues deſpe- 
rately into that accurlied and horrible condition, that eucry 
good man is bound in conſciencenot to aftoord you to much 
as an admonition, or reproote, ora. caurat to: preventthoſe

1. Some of theſe are Swine, as it were, only in praiſe :

the drofle and filth of fcnſuall pleafures and carnall content. 
ments : and if at any time a Pearle bee caſt in their way I 
meane a ſcaſonable reproofe'1miniſtred ynto them , they 
trample it ia the mire, and witha brutiſh baſcneſle tread ir 
vnder foote; becauſe indeed they hate to be reformed, and 
are ſortiſhly and ſtubbornly rel{olued, not to exchange theſe 
worldly pleaſures which they hauec in preſent poflefſion and 
purſuite, for the glory of an hundred heauens, which Prea- 
chers fo muchralke of, bur they cannot caſte of, or tell ywhen 
to comethicher. 
2.. Other Swine-there are, as it were both in practiſe and 
proteſſion 3 who befides their thating to bee reformed, and 
obftinare reſolurionnor'to forgoe their preſent pleatures, or 
forlake their former wayes, are alſo pofleſled with a ſpiritof 
(cothng. Theſc arc racher wild Boares : for with a furious 
and Giant-like 5nfvlency :and oucrage, they provoke, arid 
challenge the mightie Lord of heaucn, about the truth of his

Let all ſenſuall and'Swinifh wrerches' confider this, and 
tremble z; who with fanctull greedinefle feed vpon earthli.

Though wee haue thus much light tromthe naturall pro- 
pertics of Dogs and $ wine, to deſcric and dclineate thoſe fel- 
lowes, to whoin, by Chriſts commandement,Pearlesand ho- 
ly things, admonitions and reproofes axe not to be youchlſa- 
ted; yet Chriſtians are fore troubled many times how tobe- 
haue themlelues, when.to ſpeake, when to hold their peace, 
whomto repute Dogs and. Swine, whom nor ; when vpon 
ſome vnauoidable neceſſie, pr by the exigencie of their Cal- 
ling, they are vawillagly, aod ynawarcs plunged into the 
company of prophane wretches, whoſc ordinary talke is the 
language of Hell ; oathes, {currill icfts, ieſting ypon the holy 
couerlation of the Saints, flandering good men, diſgracing the 
waics of (1ncerity,ang ſuch other baie,and Bed-lam dilcourſe- 

But Ldoec not (ee, how any conſtant rules, or immutable 
directioncan be_giuen for Chriſtian carriage in this cale ; it 
is {o variable, and clothed with fuch varietic of circumſtan- 
ces, and conſtancy of alterations, The aduice which 1 would 
gc inthis point to the Chrittian, is this: 'when hee isper- 
piext, whatto doc inthis regard amongſtprophane company; 
let him conſult with theſe boſome counſellours, looke vio 
his {primal wiledome ; .to his heart; and to his conſcience, 
Theſe mult bee his guides, and informers in theſe c2{cs : and 
I 3 they 
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they are counſellorseucr at had, he carries them in his boſom, 
1. His ſpiriruall wiſedome is ro guide him in @ right ap- 
prehenſionand diſcretion of circuinſiances, and'to define the 
opportunitie and teafonableneſſe, when hee isto interpoſe, 
and in'what-manner to oppoſe againſt their furious and rot- 
ren ſpecches. Iemuſt rell-him ſecterly, and ſuggeſt vnto him, 
when the cauſe of God, or the innocencie of a good man 
calls ſpecially vpon him for an apologie, and at what'time he 
hath a calling thereupto. It mult intorwe him how hee muſt 
zeprooue : whether dire&ly and downe-right, or by intima- 
tion, and indirectly ; w herher perſorally; orin the generall ; 
whether in a faire and nylder manner, or wich a. more bold 
avd-reſolute ſpirit ; whether preſently: vpon it; and in hor 
blood, as it were, or afterward t6 he occaſion to cenſure 
the ſame {inne, with aggrauation ofthe odiculnefle and dam- 
nation of it; whether only by diſcounteriance, or diſcovrle; 
by a filent diſapplauſe, which Ithinke, may be lufhcient for 
lome men, at ſome times, in ſome companies, or with ſolemne 
protefiation, and a profeſled oppoſition and diſlike, &c. * ' 
2. Let him alſo looke to his heart : That his reproofe 
/pring not from any imperious humour of cenfuring, and 
medling with his brethren; from a proud veine of contra- 
dicting, and controlling others; out of a Stoicall fowreneſle, 
and commanding furlnefle;. from any purpoſe to diſgrace, 
and pricue the partie; from a formall affection of Phariſai- 
call ſeuerity;from a fecrer ambitious dere of purchaſing an

ordinarily in theſe caſes men are very aptto incurre: Imeane, 
faine-hearted ſilence, and furious zeale. 

1. Men many times, by reafon of a ſinfull irreſolution, 
and yachriſtian cowardlinefſe, would gladly make all fuch 
offenders, Dogs and Swine ; that thereby they might chal- 
lenge the ane, of exemprion from the diſcharge of thar 
Chriſtian dutie of reproofe. Though their cares bee filled 
with the oathes and blaſphemies of thoſe that are abour 
them, and grated ypon with graceleſſe raylings againſt good 
men, and foule diſgracements of the wayes of God yet they 
neuer open their mouth ; as though there could bee any no- 
bler obieR, or exerciſe of their belt eloquence, and greateſt 


courage, thea the juſt defence of Gods glory, and Chriſtians 
innocency. Oh | theſe arevile cowards in good cauſes, and 
2 kinde of traitors to the ſtare of Chriftianitie. By ſuch finfull 
filence, they labour to purchaſe a name of No-meddlers in 
other mens marters ; of mercifull men to their Brethrens in * 
firmities ; of plauſible companions; of wiſer and more mo- 
derate Chriſtians, But let them know,that ſuch No-medling 
isa kinde of foule-murthering ; ſuch mercitulneſle is crueltie; 
ſuch plauſibleneſle is pernicious, {uch wiſedome is notthart of 


the Serpent commen 


ed by Chriſt; but the wilyneſſe of that 
oreat red Dragon, ſuggeſted by Hell. 
Nay, ſome menare fo ſtrangely lewd and graceleſſe, that 
they can heare,, and digeſt with patience and fGlence , the 
oathes and rotten ſpeeches of their ſeruants, and, perhaps, 
their # ſonnes, withour any contradiRion, or corretion, In » Audis filios blue 
their owne families, ſome, perhaps, ſweare, others talke fil- Phemaner km

Though it bee no conſtant character of Dogs and Swine, 
yet commouly thoſe deſperate wretches, to, whom by Chrilts 
commandemcnt, we mult giue no holy tings, are tellowes of 
dogoed, fowre and contracted countenances, ctpecially to- 
wards true Chriſtians; aad haue a kinde of defperate furiouſ- 
neſle impreſſed vpon their foreheads, which 15 then moſt vi- 
livle, when they are croſt in their villanies, and heare of an 
contradiction, or condemnation of their graccleſſe courles 
and contemptuous carriages. Aud thoſe Swinilh Gadarens, 
betore whom we mult caſt no Pearles, arc tcllowes of a flee- 
ring, gibimg and (cornetull carriage, eſpecially rowards goud 
men, and godly cxerciles : they are fodrowned in leaſualitic, 
and glued to the earth ; that they doe not onely deſpile, but 
allo deride the precious things of Heaucn. As 1take it, fen- 
ſualitie, and earthly mindednefle, mingled with a great deale 
of Atheitine, begertech inmenthis fottiſh lwiniſhneſſe, and

tions of it, Proportionable for monfroutneſle of falſhood, 
are many and many cen{ures paſſed vpon Profeſſors at this 
day. Oppoſites to the power of godlineſle are ſo impudently

with fiacericic.of heart, rcdeager an to abit, faves and 


cailings, rake vp Sanwe!; praenginny Debold, hers 1 am, \ 


witne([e againſt mee befere the Lord, aud before his Anointed : 
Whoſe Oxchane Itaken?or whoſe Af] 
hae 1 aeſraugea?whom haze | oppreſſed/or of whoſe hand bane 
Trecaiued any bribe, to blind mene eyes therewith? and I will re- 
/torest._ And lincere thoughts, reſolutions, and proteltations 
:0 this purpole, are cleere cuidences of ynearthly minded- 
nefſe. Bleſted [ob doth pregnamtly illuftrate this point : His 
2wne friend chargeth him with inhumanitie, couetouſneſle, 
and cruelty;and thereupon inferreth that Gods afflicting hand 
was heauy vpon him: How much more thinke you, would 
the children of footer, and children of willaines , wiler then the 
:4rth, of whom hce elſewhere complaines, vexe him ſlande- 
roully? 1s not thy wickedneſſe great ſaith Eliphas, Tob22.5.8c. 
and thine imvqnuties infinite } For thou haſt taken a pledge from 
thy brother for nonght,aud ſtripped the naked of their cloathing, 
T hos haft not ginen watey to the weary to drinke, and thin haſt 
with-holden bread from the hungry, — Then haſt ſont widower 
away empty, and the armes of the fathorleſſe haue brene broken. 
Therefore ſnares are round about thee, and ſudden feare tron 
bleth thee, Whereas indeed and cruth, rightcous Job was right 
nobly minded, tender-hearted, charitable, bountifull; asap- 
peares by his confident conteſtation tothe contrary, ob z 1, 
16, &c. If [haue withheld the powe from thei deſire, or haiee 
canſed the eyer of the widdow to faile 3 or han eaten my morſell 
mmy {elfe alone, and the fatherleſſe hath not exten thereof: If ! 
hame ſcene any periſh for want of cloathing or any poore without 
conering : If bus laynes hans not bleſſed mo, and if he were nee® 


warmed with the fleece of my Sheepe; lf I hane lift vp my hand 
apainſt the fatherleſſe,when 1 ſaw my helpe in the gate ; then 
lt mine arme fail from my ſnonider blade, and mine avme be 
broken froms the bone,

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Thus many times an imputation of worldlinefſe , hard- 
heartedneſſe, vnhoſpitalitie', &c. is laid ypon Gods chil. 
dren, without all cauſe, truth, or conſcience ; occafioned, as 
I concciue, ( for Idefire to diſcouer vato you a depth of 
Satans malice in this point, ) partly from the parties accy- 
ſing and Nlandering; partly from the pazties accuſcd and ſlan- 
dered, 40 

Occaſions miniſtred by prophane men, are ſuch as theſe : 

1, Firſt, They many times, when they finde their conſci- 
eaces diſquieted , their former courſes controulled , their 
carnall humours crofſed and contradifted, and themlelues 
much diſeaſed and diſturbed in the ſecurefull purſuit of their 
ſenſuall pleaures, by the ſearching power of a conſcionable 
Minifteric : or when they plaincly fe that their ynzealouſ- 
neſle, lukewarmneſſe, and formalitie in Religion, is cenſured 
and condemned by the forwardnefle, and zealous carriage 
and conuerſation of the Saints, chey ſeeke by all meanes, 
and labour might and inaine, co bee meete with thoſe Mini- 
liters which ſo yexe them with their faithfull Preaching ; and 
choſe godly Chriſtians, which filencly diſgrace them with 
their gracious life and zcalous exerciſe of Chriftianitie, And 
theretore ſth many times, by Gods goodnefle, they cannot 
finde any viſible or conſpicuous matter or miſcarriage, to 
charge them with truely; becauſe the Saints lienot in grofle 
and notorious hanes, ſuch as are ſwearing, drunkenneſle, ly- 
0g, vacleannefle, Sabbach-breaking, idlenefle, the vanities

of goodtcilowthip, &c. asthemſcluesarc woont; therefore, 


& lay , they audaciouſly dive_into their hearts with ynhal- 
{ lowed cenf{ures,and lay vnto their charges thoſe inuilible er- 
rours, which nonecan ſce but Gods All-ſecing Eye; and from 
which was, cannot be clecred and acquit, but onely by their 
owne conlcignces, and his higheſt Tribunall. So that they 
eake order that ſuch imputarions, though groundleſſe and 
falie ; yer ſhall bee furero cleaue tothe good name of Gods 
Childrenas certainely without redrefle or remedie, as they 
were deuiled without truth or charitie. Wee may ſee this 
cicerely in the preſent point, and the ſlander of hypocrifie, 
which 
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which is alſo the ordinary portion of the beſt, from men of 
che world. When prophane oppoſites ynto grace pry curi- 
oully into all the wayesof Gods Childe, and can finde no- 
thing ſo faulty in his outward carriage, or reprooueable in 
the-ordinary courle of his life , as they expetand defire z 
yer, leſt they ſhould not ſhew themſelues the right children 
of Satan, the Accuſer of che Brethren; they will be medling 


one Way or other ; they will bee nibling ae his good Arms 
with ſome ſuch ſpeechesas theſe : Well, well, though he be 


an exce{cnt Pulpit man, or a forward Profeſſour, yet is hee. 
not {o, and ſo ? 1s not hee as well giuen vnto, and greedy of 
the world as other men? when they heare other mencom- 
mead his zeale and forwardneſle in Profeſſion, theſe will be 
caſting our ſuch malicious doubts as theſe ; Goetoo, my ma- 
ſters, I feare me all is not gold that gliſters. Now how is it 
poſGble, or oy what ourward witneſſes or compurgarors 
may the Chriſtian cleere and diſcharge himſelſe of che umpu- 
tations of worlflinefle and hypocritie ; ſith the one lyes in 
the greedy affections of the minde, and the other lurkes in 
the hidden corners of the heart? The purity and ſecrets of 
which, none can cruely ſee and cenſure, but the Searcher of 
all hearts. Were a manaccuſed of Adultery, Drunkennefle, 
or (uch viſible notoriouſneſſe, there mightbe meanes found 
for the maneteſtationof his innocencie, by anexa&t ſcanning 
of time, place, and other circumſtances. Bur this isthe ma» 
licious and peſtilent policie of Satan and his agents, when 
they ſee that the Saints, by the mercies of God, are free trom 
thoſe grofle finncs and notorious corruptions, which ordina» 
rily raigne in the children of darkeneſle ; they ſpitefully and 
cunningly lay vato their charge, imputations of ſuch nature, 
trom the which , though they bee free , they cannot free 
themſelues ; and though they bee cleere, yet by reaſon of 
the malice of men, and inuifibleneſſe of the matter, it will 
neuer ſo appeare; vatill the brightneſle of Chrifts comming 
bring foorth their righteoulnefle asthe light,and their iudge- 
ment as the noone-day ; and of which they haue-none 0- 
cher ground in the world but this, becauſe themſclues are 
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ſuch. For _ prophane worldling to prooue the ſlander 


of worldlineſſe and hypocrifie, which he purs vponthe Chri- 
ſtian, and hee will be able to giue you neither probable rea- 
ſon, nor wiſe wotd to the purpoſe. And no marueile ; for 
let the matrer come to examining, and hee ſhall finde, that 
man which he fo miſcenſures, to bee both faithfull rowards 


___—— 


till they reach the yery bottome of hell, and no man regard 
them. 

2. Secondly, if a man would be irreligious and ynconſci- 
orable, it 15a very cake thing to grow rich and into reputa- 
tion with the world, IF once hee fo farre harden his hearr, 
tearc his conſcience, and abandon the fearc of God; that hee 
relolues without remorle or ſhame , to detraud, diflemble, 
bribe, opprelſc, put to Viury, {erue the time, make vle of all 


men {or his o-vne turne, to cloake crueitie with conſcience, 
pretend 


-- 
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pretend friendſhip, when he purpoſes to dealclike a Turke : 


In a word, to plot andprattiſeany lewde deuice or conſci- 
encelefle courte, for hisaduantage and rifing; 1 doe not ſee 
how ſuch a fellow, inthele griping dayes and times of con- 
fuſion, ſhould eſcape wealth, preferment , and relpeR in the 
world, And as it is cafie for fellowes of ſuch ill coaſcience 
ro thrive, and wicked mento grow wealthy; ſo me-thinkes 
it is no great matter for ſuch to make ſometimes very goodly 
ſhowes to the world, of bouncifulneſle , and liberall profu- 
fions in fea(ts, entertainements,and larger doles to the poore, 
out of their ſuperfluities, and heapes of ill-gocten goods, Bur 
herein ( S—— it be well, that Tach = ood vnto 
ſome ) they are like ynto theeues, who hauing robbed ſome 
rich Merchant, and taken hundreths from him, doe ſcatter 
heere and there by the way, ſome {mall pieces of filuer to the 
re. But this is a very poore mends for cheir mercileſſe 
bloodſhed and Jawlefſe robberies: This is, as they lay, to 
rob Peter, to cloathe Parl. Thus many great men kee 
great honſes ; and that is well: it is fir, Greatneſle ſhould be 
accompanied with frankeneſle; bur alas, they grinde the fa- 
ces of the poore,and cate the fleſh of Gods people, to vphold 
their hoſpitalitic. So {ome Miniſters heape living vpon li- 
uing, that ſo they may be enabled and turniſhed to purchaſe 
a great naime by keeping a great houſe; buralas, they main- 
raine their port and eſtate with the price of the precious 
blood of foules, and feede the greedy humour of their Pha. 
rifaicall good-tellowſhip, with the fearcfull Gangrene of ſpi- 
rituall bloodſhed. So others may bee ſometimes good vnto 
the poore, and bountifull , as they ſay, intheir owne houles : 
but alas, they marre all theiralmes-giuing, by volawfull get- 
ting; and turne that, which of it {clte is one of thoſe facrift- 
ces with which God is highly pleaſcd , into * abomination 
+ and finne vnto themlelues. A goodly marter, (ure, to [carter 
heere and there, now andthen, tome tew drops of charicable 
deuotions ; whereas they haue many huge and headlong 
rorcentsof gaine and goods comming in dayly ; by oppret- 
lon, yiolence , merciie{le jncloſure , deuouring widdowes 
T 3 houſes, 
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houſes, ſelling the poore for old ſhooes,rackings,enhanfings, 
_ gripings, vſuries,immoderate takings, &c. ff 
2. Thirdly, prophane hypocrites are commonly Phariſfai- 
call in their almes-giuing; affect and purſue obſeruation, fin- 
gularitic , vaine-glorious oſtentations in their contributions 
of charitic. Their fore-fathers the Phariſes, when they gaue 
their almes, made a Trumpet to be tounded before them, So 
thele fellowes, their followers, and ſucceeding Actors vpon 
the ſawe Stage of hypocrihie , leſt their good deeds ſhould 
dic in the diſtribution, and be obicurely buried in the bellies 
of the poore, they allo get vnto themiclues a kinde of 
tale-bearing Trumpetrers too, They cunningly obſerue thoſe 
oppottunities, and fingle out ſuch obiects of their commilera- 
tion, and charitable deuotions , whereby they may ſoo- 
ne{t , and moſt compendiouſly purchaſe a name of being 
cood to the poore, and haue their bountiful diſpoſition 
blazed abroad, with moſt circumſtances, belt aduantages, 
and partiall cnlargements. And thus it isa very eahie thing 
for a Phariſe to be famous in this kinde : for ſigh he giues 
more for commendation, ther tor conſcience; farre more for 
praiſe amongſt men,then our of a true-hearred compaſſionto 
the party; he dares dilpence with a good conſcience, and 
take liberty vnto- himſelfe to place his good turnes there, 
where there is belt poſſhbilitie of being moſt ſpoke of, and 
oreatelt hope of the richeſt returne of applauſe and admira- 
tion. So that ſuch an one o1dinarily in his open- heartedneſſe, 
and charitable diftributions,, hath a ſpecialleye and inclina- 
tion to thoſe that flatter him to his tace; and arc like to 
proouc the lowdelt trumpets of his bouncifulnefſe abroad 
where thicy come. And hee is fo farre froma right and ſea- 
lonadle apprehenſion of due circum(tances, difference of par- 
ties, an\[thole {piriruall diſcretions, obſeruable and neceſſary 
in ſuch Chriltianexerciles of loue; and from the pratiſe of 
the Apoltles precept, Galat.6.10, Doe good wnto all men, but 
efbect.illy ro them which are of the houſeld of faith : that hee 
would ratheraftordhishelping hand tor the relicfe and raiſing 
vp of a decayed goodtclloyw then of a diltrefſed Chriſtian. 
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4. Fourthly, though carnall men bee ſo couerous, and 
hold-faſt of earthly contenements, and they would rather 
looſetheir precious ſoules cuerlaftingly , then leaue them : 
yet if it might bee, if they were pothbly compatible, ws, 
would giue any thing inthe world ; both to ſerue and fatif- 
fie themſeluesin the wayes of yaniric , and after to faue their 
{oules in the day of wrath; both to partake of the pleaſures 
of the preſent, and to bee ſecured from the vengeance thar is 
ro come. What would not the great Ones of the world 
viuc, to purchaſe two Heauens; one here, and another in the 
other world ? What would not {enſuall worldlings part 
with, to redeeme their finnes, ifthey might haue a diſpenſa- 
tion to continue in finne 2 To liue the life of vanity and luſt, 
and after to dic the death of the Righteous, and to receiue 
their Crowne ? In ſuch caſes in their ſober confiderations (fo 
thattheir preſent temporall happineſle ſuſtaine no hazard, or 
diminution ; nor the delights of their ſweete-{inne, any di- 
{turbance) they would not Rand vpon any worldly good ; 
though it were 4 thouſand Rammer, or ten thouſand Kiners of 
Ole: Nay, they would giue their firf-borne for their tranſ- 
greſſions ; euen the fruite of their bodies, for the ſinne of their 
ſoules. Many there are which may be cafily perſwaded, and 
can well finde in their hearts, to giue any thing towards the 
{eruice of God, and faluation of their ſoules; faue themſelues; 
I meanc, their hearts and afteftions, which the world and 
their darling-pleaſures have mpal'y poſſeſt. Hence now 
it is, that many rich Ones and inen of the world, being other 
wiſe very guilty, and obnoxious in many reſpects, are very 
willing and well content many times to contribute bounti- 
fully to good vſes, and to make good ſhew of liberalitie to- 
wards the poore ; that thereby leſſe notice may bee taken of 
their other notoriouſneſſe;and with ſome kinde of hope,foto 
couer and conccale many grofle corruptions fromthe wrath 
of God, and the worlds cenlurc. For I know not how there 
1s an inþred opinion and conceite {eated in the hearts ot na- 
rurall menand Papiſts, that almeſ-deeds, and ſuch woxkes of 
charitie make amends for other miſcarriages, though foule, 
T4 and 
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and (candalous ; and be pleafing to Almightie God, though 
the parties from whencethey proceed, be polluted with ſecrer 
nnpurities and raigaing finnes. Sith therefore they perſwade 
their hearts, that charitable deuorions and diſtriburions haue 
ſome power, as 1t were, ſomewhat to appeaſe diuine wrath, 
and to {arisfe for other {infull exorbitancies and aberrations; 
and (ce plainely that it is the moſt compendious way to pur- 
chaſe a great deale of credit in thele cold and compathonleſle 
times; 2nd che onely obiect to divert the eyes of the greater 
fromthe obſcruation of their other faults : I ſay therefore, 
they open their hearts the more liberally, and emtarge their 
bowelsto greater bountitulneſſe ; which ocherwilc theit co- 
uctouſneſle would keepe ſhut. Thus, many, to diminiſhthe 
horrour and markeablencle of their vomortified luſts and 
op>cnlewdneſle, exerciſe a good art withour a good heart, 
Occaſions trom the parties flandered, are (uch as theſe : 

1. Chriſtians, of all men inthe world, are the fpeciall 
markes and ordinary obie&s, vpon which are diſcharged and 
exerciſed all kindes of malice and milchiefe: not onely the 
empoyloned arrowes of ſpitefull rongues, the ſword of Ty- 
rants, the flames of cruclce ; but alſo many lefler and lefle- 
markr vexations, as wrongs, oppretſions, mercileſneſſe, and 
many vnconſcionable yſages. Prophane men being ſeated 
in high roomes, or befotted with the worlds tauours and flat- 
teries, doe many times, out of their pride and malice, yery 
contemptuouſly rowle downe as from alofr, indignities, in+ 
folencies, many hard and hcauy inhumanicics, and iniuſtices 
ypon Gods Chilren, as a number cf neglected vndetlings, 
So that as the Prophet ſpeakes; Hee that refraineth from 
ewill, m«h:th hing/elfe a prey. Hee that by the mercies of 
God breakes our of the bonds of Satan, into the bleſſings 
and bleſled eſtate of grace, ſhall for euer after, not onely bee 
turicully perſecuted by che rage of hell, and malice of pro- 
phanenefle; but alſo lie more open to the infultations, wrongs 
and opprefſions of hisaduerfaries, and trecherous in{inuati- 
ons of talſc tricnds, Sith theretore Chriſtians, by reaſon of their 
patience, the worlds diſcountenance, difaifcRion of preat 
Oaes, 
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Ones,their owne reſolute diſallowance of all indireR courſes, 
of any baſe, and vnconſcionable aduantage, are many times 
mightily hackr vpon, and opprelt by he greedy polices, ex- 
pilations , and encroachmeurs of boyferous worldliags,and 
cauſelefſe oppoſites : and not onely fo, bur ſometimes alſo 
cunningly , and inſenfibly preyed vpon even by proteſt 
fricads : ( For there are a kinde of men, which putting on 
for che tits, r13c glory of an Angell, mixe themlelues with 
Gods people, and preſſe into their company, onely becauſe 
chey ſee and finde themto be fuch,as from whom, by reaſon 
of the finglenefle and fimplicitie of their hearts, the vnſuſpi- 
cioulneſle of their charitie, the equitie and conſcionablenefſe 
of cheirecaling, intheſe coozening, lupplanting, and ynder- 
mining dayes, they may the moſt tairely andealily tucke out 
the greatelt aduantage : )Ifay therefore, tith Gods children 


are molt ſubic& both to the wrongs of open enemies, and 
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{upplantation of ſeeming friends, they are many times not ſo 
enabled in outward things, or ſtrong in their worldly ſtate, 
to make ſuch a doarih in diſperſing their ſuperfluities, as 
thoſe men which get without conſcience, and dicburſe with- 
out ſpiricuall diſcretion. 

2. A Chriſtian darenot for his life fo farre enlarge his 
conſcience, as to gaine by any vawarrantable meanes, or vn- 
conſcionable courſe, as oppreſſion, —_— coozening, 
violence, lying, vniuſt dealing, &c. and therefore in rhis 
griping, and greedy age, inthe highett noonetide of iniqui- 
tie, Or rather darkeſt midnight of the workes of darkneſſc 
(chough ourward want bee infinitely counteruailed with in- 
ward comfort ) he doth not commonly come to that exceſle, 
and ſuperfluitie of remporall things, which many times 
worldlings with wider conſciences, eafily and immeaſurably 
1ngrofte, The largeſt conſciences incheſclalt and worſt dayes, 
arc the onely deuourers, and {wallowers downe of worldly 
wealth. A religious refolution to fauc a mans foule, ( more is 
the pie ! ) is many times a notable curbe ro keepe him from 
growmg rich, and iato reputation with the world. (3005 
bleſſings cucn intemporall things, I deny not, arc fomerimes 
very 
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very plentifully vpon the right owners, Gods owne children ; 
and both heauealy and carrhl y happinefſe haue beene wrea- 
thed rogether by the mercifull hand of God, and fer ypon 
their heads: but if wee looke vpon the common courſes 
holden in the world that way ; and in all forecaſt of carnall 
reaſon, he is likelieſt to grow rich and riſe, who is reſoluedro 
damne his ſoule. In ordinary conceite of prophane policie, 
and apprehenſions of worldly wiſedome, [oſep milt a greax 
deale of carchly contentment, and ia a preciſe humour put 
from him much poſſibility of preferment, by not yeeldingto 
the impure ſolicitations of his wanton Miftris. CAficaiah, 
innot jumping withthe foure hundred falſe prophets, intheir 
lying (latrery to pleaſe the two Kings : Jonathan, in not joy- 
ning with his father Sex, for the preuention and contution 
of Daxid, Had a fenſuall worldling beene in /ofephs caſe, 
an valanRifhed Miniſter in Ircazabs, and ambitious eAb- 
ſalomin Torathans, aſſuredly they had all yeelded to the le- 
veral! remptations. The conſcience of an varegenerate man 
will marucilouſly ftretch it ſelte, and grantour very large di- 
{penſations, eſpecially when any ſpeciall glory, profitor plea- 
{ure of the world is in purſuit and poſſibilitie, It was ſon all 
ages, andatthisday many a good man, many times, of great 
{piric, worth, and _yaderſtanding, fits obſcurely in a very 
low roome, and is kept vnder in meane eſtate bythe worlds 
oppretſions, becauſe hee dare not difpleaſe God, or enlarge 
his conſcience proportionably to the vaſt gulfe of the times 
corruptions. This is the very true reaſon By folly is ſet in 
ſo great excellency, and finceritie ſeated in the low place : 
why ſo many ſeruants are on horſe-backe , and ſo man 
Princes walking as ſeruants on the ground, Sith therefore the 
Chriſtian is happily reſtrained by the checks and rendernefle 
of a good conſcience, from all yvuwarrantable meanes, and 
vaconſcionable courſes of. getting ; though his bowels bee 
molt compaſſionate, his heart heated with true charitie, and 
his defires enlarged to doe good ynto all, and all the good he 
can; yet hee is many times kept ſhort, by reaſon of his ſhort 
pictarce, from thoſe outward reall expretſions, and effects of 
charitie, 
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charitie, to which his tender-hearted zealous affection is in - 
wardly,truely inflamed; and fromthoſe more bountifull ef- 
fuſions and liberalities, which rich worldlings may , our of 
the tythe, nay, the thouſandth part of their i|l-gotten goods, 
plentifully pertorme. 

3+ Thirdly, Chriftians know themſelues bound in con- 
ſcience to a carcfull prouifion for their Fawilies; to dili- 
gence, and Gihfulneſſeh their callings; from all vnneceſla- 
ric expences, and the prodigall effuſions of good: fellowſhip, 
from ambitious affeRation of applauſe, and vaine-glory, by 
Phariſaicall oftentarions: and therefore to the greedy obſer- 
uation of carnall eyes , and yndiſcerning ſpirits of ynrege- 
ncration , which want no malice to miſtake,” or cunning 
to apprehend any ſhadow or ſhew of any ſeeming aduan- 
rage tor the diſgrace of good men; they ſeeme,and aremil- 
cenſured to hold ypon the world , to feede ypon earthly- 
windednefſe, not to be ſo open-hearted, good-natur'd, and 
charitably afteRed,as other good-fellowesas they call them, 
which make no ſuch profeſſion of purity, and pxeciſeneſle. 
And this miſconceit of Gods children ads more pafla- 
ble, by the prophane plauſtblenefle of vaine-glorious world- 
lings. It is ſooner, and morecafily entertained ; becauſe vn- 
conſcionable men take any compendious courle of growing 
rich 5 which their couetous humour ſuggeſts vnto them; and 
by allowance andexerciſe of vnlawtull meanes of getting, 
bring in many times great ſtore of wealth with-much eale; 
and therefore necede not toyle ſo in their trades, or follow the 
buſineflesof their proper callings with ſuch attentionand ex- 
ancſie. And if at any time they refolue ro be more boun- 
tifull and liberall, they commonly make choyce of thoſe 
times, places, perſons, and other circumſtances, whereby (as 
they thinke)their good natures may be molt noted, and their 
names grow oreateſt for extraordinarie kindneſſe, and good- 
tellow(hip. 

4+ The Chriſtian doth encline, and enlarge the bowels of 
his ſpeciall compafſon towards the neceſſities of the Saints, 
and conucycsthe nobleſt iffues, and efteRts of his inflamed 
charitie, 


® 
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—<haritie, into the boſome of Gods childe. And indeede hee 


is ſo preſt by the Commandement ; Doe good vnto all men, 
but eþecially unto them who are of the bonſpold of Faith, And 
there was neuer more neede: For howſoeuer worldlings ma 
be bountifull one to another , and exercife many mutuall of 
fices of kindnefſe and carnall loue i” AAP TIAR ; yet 
for the moſt part,theyare very e,ftraite-laced 
and hard-hearted toward diftrefſed Chriſtians, Nay, ordi- 
narily,chey are rather ready to combine and contribute their 
malices, policies and purſes, rothrow them downe lower in- 
ro outward want and miſery ; then to put to their helping 
hands tor their recouery,comfort, and enlargement; though 
it werc in their ſufferings for Gods cauſe , and teſtimony of 
a good conſcience.

The World deales with menin this ca/e,faith a worthy Diuine, 
4s tt deales with Witches and Phyſictons ; the Witch, thowgh ſhe 
faile m twenty things ,yet of ſhe doe ome one thing ariobt though 
#t be but [mall, —_ ET commmend:th —— 
good and wiſe woman. But the Fhyficion, if he worke ſixe hun- 
dred crres;yet if,throwgh the waywardnelle of bis Þ atient, or 
for the puniſhment of bu Patients (ine, he faile but inone, that 
one farle doth more turne to h:s aucredit , then his manifold, 
good! y ard notable enrer doe pet himpr aſe, In thi maxner, faith 
1e,doth rhe world acate with men : If a worl ily man haue but 4

humour, arelikelieſtto blaze his bounty moſt abroad in the 
World ; whereas the Chriſtian ſingles our ſpecially for ſuch 
purpoſes the diltrefled Saints, from whom hce expeRs no 
more but a fecretand ſilent bleſſing of Godin their hearts, for 
his goodaeſſe conueyed vnto them by ſuch an [nftrumenr. 

Thus I haue difcoucred ynto you a myſteric of Satansma- 
lice, and the cunning defpicefulneſſe of prophane men, who 
labour many times out a malice, and wilfull miſtakings, 
ro falten ypon Gods children, impurations of worldlinefle, 
hard-heartedneſle, cruel} dealing, and fuch like.

fitie and cunning, to apprehend the lea(t ſhadow of any oc- 
caſions, tor the blaſpheming of the wayes of God, and the 
dilgracing of his children, Andtherefore cuer and anon you 
{hall heare the {picit of prophanenefle cryingout, and com- 
plaining: You lee theſe fellowes, which make ſuch ſhow of 


torwardneſle and puritie, what they are : none ſo couctous ; 


none fo vachari:able;z none {o ynmercifull, and cruell in their 
dealings as they ; none ſo hard-hearted to the poore, &c« 
Now although ſuch birter ſpeeches as theſe, arc often the 
mecre cuaporations of pure malice, and flow from no other 
oround 
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ground inthe world, bur onely from the gall of graceleſſe 

men: yet let all thoſe which truely feare God, take heed how 
they giue iuft occaſion thereunto.  Aſluredly it were farre 
berter for him, whoſocuer he be, that a milſtone were hang.

vaine ſhadow of counterfeit confidence for our future wel- 
fare: Secondly, he obſerues in the partie he intends to de- 
lude, the moſt plauſible matrer, and ſelfe-pleaſmg apprehen« 
ſions , which may make the firreſt median wo Sf inferre A 
falſe concluſion for his ſpirituall ſafety : Laſtly , by ſome 
flaſhes of his perſonared Angelicall light, he ſers vpon it the 
olimmeriog flouriſh of a preſumpruous impreſſion , and {o 
(cales vpthe decciued foule, with the ſpirit of ſlumber and 
oroundleſle ſecurity. 

Now the inſufficient matter, rotten grounds, falſe medi- 
#75, as wee call them in the Schooles , whichSatan by his 
Sophiftry dorh cunningly and cruelly abuſe, to caſt many 
thouſands into a pleaſing golden dreame of imaginary (pi- 
ricuall faferie,and Selfe-deceit ; and into a footes Paradiſe of a 
ſoule-coozeningconclufion,are ſuch as theſe : 

1. Meaſuring a mans felfe by himſelfe: himſelf per- 
haps formerly, groſly ignorant, and notoxioufly lewd : by

and home. Thus when it is many times the infirmity, impo- 
tencie, or deformity, of nature, or at beſt, but the naturall 
moderation of a better complexion, that dil-inclines and dif- 
ables him fromche ARing of ſome groſler cuils; hee fondly 
conceiues , that it is the power and foueraigntie of grace, 
which makes the difference berwixt himſelfe and other ſons 
of Belial, who by natures impetuouſheſſe, are more prone 
and prouoked thereunco. 

11. The heartleſſc effets of _ teare, which ſome-

full dearely, with his owne hearts blood, Then, our Feaſt 
of grace ends in the endleſſe fruition of Glory, How mer- 
ry then ought wee to bee in the meane time, who are ad- 
mitted and enrighted to ar robe and glorious Feaſt ? 
Of expreſſing which to thelife, the fineftfare and moſt cx- 
quiſite delicatey of all earthly fealts, come as farre ſhorr, as 
the dull earth comes ſhorr of the gliſtering heauen; a groſſe 
mortall body of the preciouſneſie of an everliuing ſoule : An 
inch of time, of the length of eternicie.: For corporall dain- 
ties fat a fraile body for ſpan of time, with carthly foode, 
accompanied with a little poore vaniſhing delight of ſence : 
But ſpiricuall foode fills an” immortall foulewith' heauenly 
Manna, out of the myſterie of Chriſt, attended with pureſt 
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joy, and ſincereſt pleaſures through all eternitie. 

6. As thou dott honour Gods Juſtice, in trembling at his 
threats, and throwing thy ſelfe intothe duſt,as extremely vile, 
and fewell for hell vader his mighty hand, and the piercing 
Maieſty of his pure Word; repreſenting clearely vnto thy 
conſcience, and preſſing terribly vpon it, the hainouſneſſe of 
211 thy luſts, iniquicies, abominable prouocations of the eyes 
of his glory and divine ndignation flaming againſt them; fo 
when thou findeſt ard feeleſt thy heart truely wounded by 
the Sword of the Spirit, with remorſe and ſorrow for thy 
ſmnes, weary with the heauy weight and burthen of them, 
poſſeſſed with ſincere hatred and lothing of cuery euill way ; 
thou ovgheſt', and are bound in conſcience, and by be 
commandcemear of the Holy Ghoſt, to glorifie Gods truth 
in his promiſes of mercy , by throwing thy ſelfe into the 
bleſſed armes, and bleeding embracements of the Lord Jeſus, 
dying vponthe Croſlc; in whom they are all, yea, and Awen, 
with much aſſurance and peace; with vnſpeakeable ard glo- 
rious ioy. And the rather, becauſe the ſpeciall fealon and 
onely opportunitie of thy magnifying and honouring the 
{weete influence of Gods deareſt mercies, tender-hearted- 
nefſe, and truth vpon humble ſoules, through the precious 
promiſes of /fe, is in this life. In the world to come they 
{hall all be accompliſhed yponthee to the vemoſt, and crow- 
ved with a cleere vitton and full fruition of that euer-bleſled 
and moft glorious Maicſty. Then faith for euer expires ; and 
wee {ce face roface. 

Thele things being fo, and moſt ſure ; let cuery true-hear- 
ted Nathaneel be heartily intreated, nay, iuſtly charged in 
the name of Ietus Chriſt, by the blefled Spiric, the fountaine 
of all comfort ; as hee will anſwere it at &e wrorious Throne 
of Mercy , ercted in Heauen vpon purpole to make him 
cucrlaſtingly merry , that hee henceforth moſt reſolute!

ſhed in his ſoule, thoſe intruding_vſurping Tyrants ; onely 
naturall Lords over naturall men : 1 meane , horrours of - 
guiltineſſe, falſe feares, ſlauiſh terrours, damps and droo- | 
pings ; all yncomfortable penſiueneſſe, deieQions, andfeare. 
And leavivg ſuch Harpies as theſe, and heart-caters, onely 
tothe grumbling and guiltie conſciences of all thoſe that hate 
to bee reformed, and Satans ſlaves, 2s their proper furies'; 
let him with an holy violence againſt the devils cruell aſſaults 
and contradidtions of his owne diftruſtfull heart, and with 
a cheerefull ſpirit , lay hold vpon his iuſt inkericance and e- 
verlaſting portion , purchaſed for him by the bitter and 
painefull ſufferings of the Sonne of God ; euen floods and 
freſh ſucceſſions of ſweeteſt ioyes, ſhed and ſhowred downe 
continually from the Throne of Grace ypon his vpright 
heart, in great abundance ; if hee will but onely vouch- 
ſate to open the doore by the hand of faith , thar the bleſ@ 
{ed beames of ſuch lightſomneſſe and comfort, ' fhini 
from the face of Chriſt, may come in. Let his ſoule, full 
fairely arayed with its heauenly roabes, to which, the beau. 
ty of the morming, brightneſle of the Moone, and gloric of 
the Sunne are but a ſhadow ; and liftning ſweerely to that 
melodious Song, compoſed all of Peace and Toy, Pleaſures 
and Pardon of finne, which the mercy of God makes in 
the eare of is faith ; fall to, and fill ic felfe at the Wedding 
Feaſt of the Kings Sonne, with thoſe euer-ſpringing rivers 
of ſpirituall refreſhing, out of the bottomileſſe depth of Gods 
free loue revealed in the myſterie of Chrilt , by the mini> 
flery of the Word and Sacramentall grace; as with mar- 
row and fatnefle ; Let it ſucke abundantly , and bee farish- 
ed with the breſis of cuerlaſting conſolations. And ſth hee 
is incorporated into Jeſus Chrill, and ypon all afſayes hath 
the wings of faith in a readinefle, to outſoare the height El 
of all humane miſcries : Let ® him for ever Rand ſike * Chriſtianum & 
in hoc ab infideli» ©

and molt abhorred inicions, filchy temptations, and 
darts, pointed with the very malice of hell, ordinarily offe. 
red to the imagination of the beſt, bee reſolutely repelled by 
che ſhield of faich, and retorted as dung vponthe pun roving 

care- 
full diftruſt bee bur as fo _ proud and ſelling wanes, 
daſhing againſt a mighty Rocke ; which the more boiſte- 
rouſly they beate vpon it, the more are they broken, and tur- 
ned into a yaine foame and froth. 

Bur to deſcend with thee more _punctually to ſome parti. 
culars: Tell mee cruely, Gwbal haſt given thy name to 
Chrift in truth ; what ic is that troubles thee ? whartis it thar 
Rill decaines chine heauy heart, in the chaines and fetters of 
horcour and ſadnefſe ; and lockes it vp fo long from the en- 
trance and entertainementof ſpirituall lightſomneſſeand joy? 
And if Ibee not able co confront and confound it, by ſome 
well-grounded counter-comfort and Antidote, our of the 
Oracle of truth; if I bee notable to diſcouer it to bee a (elfe- 
created crofſe ; and to diſſolue it into an imaginary and 
groundleſle fancie, by the light of the Word; then walke hea- 
uily till. Qnely belecue the Prophets, and thou ſhalt prof. 

. Thou mult then bee contented to bee counſelledby the 
faichfull Phyficions of thy ſoule,; who can ſhew vato max 
his vprightneſſe, and are mſtyufted vnto the kingdome of hea. 
wen ; chdecially fetching all their preſcriptions, receits, and 
— RE” of the rich Treaſuric of the Booke of 
Lite : , 

Thou muſt learne : | 

1. To pur a difference betweene nullity of grace , and 
impertection of grace. Many good foules defire fincerely 
that their hearts were broken in picces, and bled atthe roor, 
for their many and hainous finnes ; grieuing much , that 
they can grieue no more : They hunger and thult for Chriſts 
righ- 
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pray better, &c. But 
former life, as they deſire; becauſe they 


in the Houſe of God ; they will needs haue all to be nought, 


righreouſneſſe , more then forthe wealth 'of the: whole 
world : They groang mightily in ſpirit tor Gods fauour, 
pardon of finne , power ouer their corruptions, ability ro 
becauſe they feele not that mea» 
lure of ſenſible ſmart and anguiſh of heart in lamenting their 
have notcheir wiſhed 
toy and peace in belceuing ; becauſe they cannot now pray 
as feruently and feelingly as they, perhaps, were formerly 
woont ; not with that freedome and heartineſſe as they 
would : in a word, becauſe they are yet but ſmoaking flaxe, 
and braiſed reedes.not full ſhining lampes, and ſtrong Pillars 


Whereby they ( I will nor ſay belie the Spirit ) but moſt yn-. 


worthily deny, and in their conceites nullifie his already 
wonderfull glorious worke vpon their foules; to their, I 
know not how great ſpirituall hurt and hinderance. For ſuch 
intolerable vuchankefulneſſe may bee iuſtly puniſhed, and 


paide home with longer derainement , vpon the Racke of 


diftruſtfull flauiſh feare, and vader the bondage of Legall 
cerrours. It is a ſpeciall point then of ſpirituall wiſedome, 
and of fingular conſequence for the foules quiet and wel. 
fare; to dilcerne weakenefle of grace from want of grace, 
Chriſt efma declaring in his heauenly Sermon whoare bleſ- 
led, doth not inſtance in the perfeQions, excellencies, and 
heights of Chriſtiznity ; though all that are true of heart,fin- 
cerely pray for, and preſſe after them : but in the leaſt and 
lowelt degrees; leſtche /moaking ſhould be quenched, 
and bruiſcd reedes bee broken. He doth not lay; Bleſſed 
are the ſtrong in Faith; the full afſured: Bleſſed are thoſe 
that rake on for their finnes, as for their onely ſonne, and 
for their firlt borne : but, Bleſſed ave they which doe hunger 
and thirſt after. righteouſneſſe: Bleſſed are the poore in 


fpru,ec. 


2. Not alwayesto make ſence and: feeling the Touch- 
Rone for the truth of thy ſpirituall tate. A' man in a {woone 
or a [lcepe tceles nor his lf: and yet is a living man. Its one

thing to haue grace, another to feele gracc. One thing the 
life & faith, Ss the life of ſence. : _ 

3- Not to diſgrace thy owne graces, by caſting thine eye 
eo deieRedly ypon other Chriitians perfeRions and prece= 
dencies. Letit not fare with thee inthis caſe, as it doth with 
one gazing too much yponthe Sunne ; who oy downe- 
wards againe, can ſec iult nothing, whereas before he cleere- 
ly diſcerned all colours about him. Looke ypon them for 
imitation and quickning, nor for {lauiſh dcieRion and ſelte= 
blinding. 

4+ To acknowledge and expect, that heauenly graces, as 
Faith, &c. while they inhabite theſe cacrhly houſes, ebbe 
and flow, waxe and wane, faint and flouriſh; by reaſon of 
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the combate betweene the fle(h and che Spirit, So char if a 
man ſhould tell mee; that hee hath cuer prayed alike, with- 
out temptation, or dampes, without any ſenſe at any time of 
deadnefle or fpirituall diſtempers; that hee hath cuer belee- 
ucd alike, withoutthoſe doubts and ſcruples, that faintneſle 
and feare, of which moſt Chriſtians ſo much complaine; 1 
durſt confidently reply, that then he neuer cither prayed ac- 
ceptably, or belecued ſauingly. The Fathers * fly reſem- 
ble the ſtate of the Church to the variable condition of the 
Moone ; which ſometimes ſhines more gloriouſly, ſome- 
times not fo : Itisſoalfo with euery true member thereof, in 
reipeRt of the exerciſe of grace, comfort in holy duries, ſenſc 
of Gods fauour, {pirituall feeling. 

5- To belceuethe Spiritof Truth, the Word of God, and 
voice of Chriſt, before the father of lies, diftates of naturall 
diſtruſt, and ſuggeſtions of fleſh and blood. To which, me- 
thinks, thou ſhouldelt be eaſily periwaded, and then all the 
milts of thy ſpirituall miſeries would bee quickly diſperſed. 
Ic is a mighty worke, if nota great miracle, to get any ſoft- 
neſle at all, or true remorſe for =T into the heartof a manz 
it 15 naturally ſo ſtony andimpatient of griefe; and the de- 
uill ſuch a ſtirrer againſt ir, ſo that the moſt are meere Rran- 
gers ynto it ; yet for all that, when this peaicent lorrow is 
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once ſincerely on foote in an afflifted ſoule; ſo-endleſicly and © 
on eucry fide are wee preſt, with the policies of Hell ;.it is | 


roo often too forward to feede teares ſtill, and'flilltoo | 
wilfull in refuſing to be comforted, Satan then will be ready. 
to ſay; Thou ſcef now, thy conſcience being oightened 
thy finnes are fo horrible and hainous, thatthey are roo hea « 
uy a burden for thee to. beare ; there is no way with thee, 
bur to {inke into horrour and deſpaire. But what faith Chriſte 
Nay now is the ſeaſon : ( ome wwto mee thiu weary and heany, Mau, 11-28, 
laden with thy finne, and [ will refrcſh thee, Heere now if 
thou wilt belceue the ſweete yoyce of Chriſt Icſus, rather 
then the inurthering ſophiſtry of Satan; if in good manners 
thou wilt come whenthou art called; and nor retire ina fin- 
full and crucll modeſty ; thou ſhalt bee preſently lightened, 
Yea bur, ſairh the Tempter, thy heart hath beene fo lirangel 
hardened and ſoakr in finne heretofore ; now ſuch an hellifh 
4 cloud of darkeneflc hath ſcized vpon it ; thatthere isno hope 
nor poſſibility. But what ſaith the Word ? Seeks him that Amos 5-8. 
4 muketh the (enen Starres and Orion, and turneth the ſhadow 
of death wnto the morning. It is hee alone thatcan molt eaſily 
b change the diſnall midnight of thy _ ſpirituall miſery, 
into the glorious midday of ſweeteſt peace, and lightiome- 
þ neſlſe of heart. Yea bur; faith hee further, thou haſt lien lo 
vpon the Racke of guiltie horrour ; had much counſell, 
becne vader the hands of many ſpiricuall phyſicians; andyer 
no comfort comes, And what then ? Heare what the Sparie 
of truth tels vs : Since the beginning of the wor{d, men hane not 
heard nor perceixed by the ears, neither hath the eye ſeene, 0 
God beſides thee, what Hee hath prepared for bim that * wai- 
terb for him. 1a, 64:4 Waiting pariently for the Lords +.n2n9% 
commibg zo comfort vs, either in rall or ſpirituell di- -

if thy heart in the meane cime fincerely hate "all fine 3/6, qui da

thou ſhak bee cerruncly ſaucd ; becauſe the Holy Ghoſt 
faith , Iſaiah 30. 18, Bleſſed are all they that waite for 
him. 

6. Thar defeRs, diſtrations, failings in our (pirituall CX= 
erciſes, and vndertakings groancd vader,gricucd tor, and tri - 
ven again(t, by an vpright heart; ate fo farre from nullifying 
grace, thatthey houldnor bereauc ys of peaceof conſcience, 
or interrupt our {wcete communion and comforcable wal- 
king with our God, 

7. Not to confine, vaderualue, and exrenuate the mer- 
cies of Go1, promiles of lite, the hotly Spirits _ worke 
ypon thy ſoule ; and the preſent graces thou poſleilelt in 
ruth, &c. 

Thete cautions premiſed, let vs come to the examining 
and anſwcring of ſome — and counterpleas a- 
gainſt entertainement of comfort , which are woont to a- 
riſe in troubled conlciences, out of ignoraace, and miſcon- 
ceite of the mercitull wayes of God , and the myſteric of 
his tree loue through Chriſt: and doe thou conceiue, that 
proportioaable ſoucraigne Antidotes and counter-com- 
torts may bee collected alſo in abundance out of Gods 
bletled Booke , aguinlt the reſt , or any reply whatſoe- 
UC. 

And to begin with the firſt crycs of a Chriſtian in the 
pangs of his New birth. 

I. A poore foule hauing wallowed long in vanity of vil- 
laniesand vanities; of luſt and licentiouſnefle ; is now by.diuine 
blefling at this or the other Sermon ſtrucke thorow by the 
Sword of the Spirit with penitent remorſe ; and his heart 
broken into pieces , by the hammer of the Law, In this 
depth of hcauiclt diſtrefle , and blceding caſe ; hee caſts 
his eyes vpon /eſwu Chriſt lifted vp in the Miniſterie as an 
Antitype to the brazen Serpent, tor his comfortable bin= 
ding vp , and euerlaſting cure. Thoſe Meſſengers of God, 
who are able to declare vwto Man his vprightneſſe , aſe 
ſure him in the Word of lite and gruth , and charge him in 
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His name who was anointed bythe Lord for that purpoſe, 
and appointed by the Father ofmercies to comfort all our. 
mers in Sion; thatnow being truely caſt downe ynder Gods 


mighty hand , thirſting for the blood of Chriſt, and fin- 


cercly reſoluing vpon a new courſe forthe time to come; He 
W on 


d turne his legall terrours, into Euangelicall weeping , 
ioy; put on beauty for aſhes, the garment of praiſc, forthe 
ſpirit of heauineſle ; That he nwught be called a Tree of righte- 
ouſneſſe, the planting of the Lord , that he might be glorified. 
Oh no, ſayes he, our of the deepe ſenſe of his bottomeleſſe 
vilencſle, The newes is roo good to be true, to wit,that now 
the blefled Sonne of God, and all the precious, rich purcha- 
{es of his waualuable paſhon ſhould belong vato me , the 
(utulle(t wretch that the earth beazes , who haue deſperately 
{ſpent my dayes and ({trevgth fo long in the furious ſeruice of 
Satan, and mine owne ſenſuall luſt, &c. whereupon he refuſes 
comfort, and chooſes rather to finke againe and languiſh vn- 
der the horrours of guiltinefle and teare, Whereas he ſhould 
incomparably more honour and pleaſethe God of all com- 
fort, by truſting his mercy, ſealingrto his truth ; then by vn- 
{cafonable ſuſpeRing his wſtice and power. 

Heere then he wotully failes and forgets himſclfe in a di- 
Rruſtfull vader-prizing Gods incompreheolible greatneſle, 
Almightie mercy, vnlimited liberalicie and freenefle of his 
louc. He is in this caſe, not ſo much to contider , what is fit 
for him to receive, as conuenient for the ability and bounty 
of ſo great and good a God, as the mighty Lord of Heauen 
and carth to give; who, as Itold you before _ other 


occaſion , doth all things like Himſclfe. 1f hee build, hee 


fill, the Starresto fight , the Seas to ſwallow yp the moſt | 


recious hearts blood 
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and frees him from euerlaſting flames. If any become his 
Fauourite through Chrift; mediation, He will make hima 
King,,giue him a Paradiſe,and fet a Crowne of eternitie vpon 
his head. Earthly Princes at their pleaſures ennoble thoſe they 
loue, with Dukedomes, Marqueldomes, Earledomes. — 
then, doe you thinke, ſhall be done vnto the man, whom the 
King of Heauen defires, and delights to honour? Let vs then, 
I ſay,in ſuch caſes, confider not 5 much what is hic for vs filly 
wormes to receiue ; as for ſo great a God to beltow. It wee 
can once bring hearts bruiſed and broken with the burden of 
our {1nnes, bleeding and weeping vnto his CAercy-ſeare ; He 
will thinke allthe meritorious ſufferings of his Sonne; all the

1 2.32.1titbe the good 
pleaſure of the King of Kings, to beſtow a Kingdome ypon 
a truely humbled toule , which he makes in the meane time 
his Royall Throne here vpon Earth, Ifai. 57.15, What caa 
Man or Deuwill, or any diſtruſttull heart ſay againſt it? And 
why ſhouldelt chou,beivg ſuch an one, be fo vn11annerly and 
vnthanketull,nay,ſo vaneceſlarily cruell to thine owne heauy 
heart, asnot to open the eucrlaſting doore of thy foule by 
the key of Faith, to lerthe King of glory knocking with his 
hand of mercy,come in,and crowne ic with grace and glory, 
with comtort and euerlalting peace ?

firre abouec ours, as the Heavens are abouc the Earth : In- 
deed,as himſclfe is aboue man,which is, jnftgitely, But take 
notice by the way, that the mercies of God doe exerciſe this 
infinite vnrefiftable power onely in truely humbled beleeuing 
foules; heartily hating , and ſincerely fer againſt all fine, I 
fay fo, leſt any impenirent ſhould peruert this precious pom, 
or trawple ypon this Pearle, For as 41 tuch a loule no tinnes 
either for number or notoriouſneſle , can poſſibly withſtand, 
or {tand before Gods infinice mercies : ſo not one drop of all | 
thoſe infinite mercies belongs vnto any that goes on il- 
lingly and delightfully , hating to bee reformed in any one 
knowne fnne,o Tg: know,and wiltully fo NES: 
to be informed. As the vnualuable blood of Chri 
the very ſcarlet ſinnes of the truely broken belecuing heart in- 
to whiteſt ſnow; (o it will neuer waſh away the leaſt ſinfull 
* ſtaine, fromthe proud hearr of any vahumbled Phariſe. Let 
none theretore that g2es on (till n his crepaſles, take vp any 
vaine confidence, or tniſ-grounded conclufion of ftalle com-

This alone ſtings deſpe- 
rately ; keepes me from Chrilt, and curs me off from all hope 
of Heauen. 1 amafraid, my wiltull wallowing in ic hexero= 
fore, hath {o reprobated my minde, ſeared iny conſcience, 
and hardened my hearr, that 1 ſhall neuer bee able to repent

Then Emxes 
tranſgreſſions who opened the floodegate to all the finnes 
which ſhall be committed from rhe Creation to the end of the 
World, and to all thoſe torments which ſhall flame in Hell 
thorow all cternitie ?
